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$500,000 A MINUTE 
BEING SUBSCRBED 
FOR LIBERTY LOAN 


It Is Apparent That the 
$2,000,000,000 Offering 
Will Be Over-Subscribed 
Beyond, All Previous Esti- 
mates. 


TOTAL FOR TWO DAYS 
REACHES $311,657,000 


Exclusive of Thousands of 
Replies Yet to Be Listed. 
Should Ratio Be Maintain- 
ed, Total Subscriptions 
Will Reach $6,500,000,000. 


Washington, May 5.—The treasury 
was buried today beneath an avalanche 
of subscriptions to the Liberty Loan. 
Yesterday's pace of $20,000,000 an hour 
was quickened to alm6ést $500,000, a 
minute, and it became apparent that 
the $2,000,000,000 offering would be 
over-subscribed beyond all previous es- 
timates. 

Compilation of the actual amount of 
subscriptions received today was be- 
yond physical possibility with the 
present working staff. Probably one- 
fourth of the offering already has been 
spoken for. Officials listed subscrip- 
tions received up to 2 p. m., permitting 
the large bundles of telegrams receiv- 
ed thereafter to accumulate, and found 
that during the six hours of working 
time that had elapsed since the last 
compilation the country had subscribed 
to $172,983,000 additional, bringing the 
grand total for the two days up to 
$311,657,000, exclusive of thousands of 
replies yet to be listed. 

Subscriptions listed yesterday and 
today represent the offering of less 
than six per cent of the total num- 
ber of financial institutions before 
which Secretary McAdoe placed the 
offering forty-eight hours ago. Should 
the present ratio be maintained, the | 
banks end’ their customers will have 
subscribed to approximately $6,500,000,- 
000 worth Of the bonds, an over-sub- 
scription of more than 200 per cent. 

As many of the larger financial in- 
stitutions have telegraphed their sub- 
scriptions, however, officials are in- 
clined to believe that the present ratio 
will hardly be maintained. 

Subseriptions From Everywhere. 

Replies to the offering received to- 
day came from virtually every part of 
the world where the American flag 
is flown. Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines proved that they are not 
financial slackers by cabling substan- 
tial subscriptions. Fairbanks, Alaska, 
the northernmost city in the western 
world, telegraphed a $50,000 subscrip- 
tion and added that the loan would be 
advertised in all the hewspapers there. 
From every state in the union the re- 
ply was overwhelming. 

New York, the country’s financial 
stronghold, sent subscriptions totaling 
$53,000,000, bringing its two-day total 
up to $116,890,000. Today's New York 
subscription includes two of $10,000,- 
000 each, one of $4,000,000, one of 
$3,000,000, two of $2,500,000, two of 
$2,000,000 and six of $1,000,000. A New 
York lawyer took $1,000,000 worth and 
three sisters made a joint subscription 
of $300,000. 

Philadeiphia subscribed $13,330,000, 
including subscription of $3,000,000, an- 
other of $2,000,000 and six of $1,000,000. 
Pittsburg sent subscriptions totaling 
$4,668,000, including one of $2,000,000 
and another of $1,000,000. Three sub- 
scriptions each were received from San 


Francisco, making the day’s tot 
$6,650,000. Boston also sent three ine 
dividual subscriptions of $1,000,000 each 
among the day's subscriptions of

UUMBINE IN FALL 


Consolidation Will Help to 

Make Atlanta One of the 
Country’s Big Centers in 
Dental Instruction. 


In line with the general movement 
over the United States for raising the 
standard of dental instruction by con- 
solidating institutions, and with the 
purpose of making Atlanta one of the 
big dental instruction centers of the 
country, the Southern Dental college, 
of which Dr. S. Q. Foster is dean, and 
the Atlanta Dental college, of which 
Dr. C. N. Hughes is dean, have agreed 
to join forces. 


Next October is the time ‘set for the 


opening of the consolidated institution, 
which will be called the Atlanta-South- 
ern Dental college, and will be lecated. 
at 100 North Butler street, on the 
present location of the Southern Dental 
college. Thé present buildings of the 
Southern college will be augmented by 
new etructures costing approximately 
$40,000: 

The new institution will have a com- 
plete equipment of both scientific and 


mechanical laboratories, and will have 
in operation about 100 dental chairs. 
All Class A dental colleges, beginning 
next October, will adopt a four-year 
course of instruction. The Southern 
and Atlanta Dental are both Class A 
colleges, being members of the Na- 
tional Association of Dental Faculties, 
which establishes the standard of den- 
tal colleges. The association is com- 
posed of about 48 colleges. 

Dr. Foster, present dean of the South- 
ern, and professor of pathology, will 
be president of the new institution, and 
Dr. C. N. Hughes, present dean of the 
Atlanta, will be registrar, these two of- 
ficials being the real factors in the 
management of the institution. Dr. 
Thomas P. Hinman, now professor of 
operative dentistry in the Atlanta, will 
be known as the dean of the new insti- 
tution, and Dr. DeLos Hill will be sec- 
retary. Dr. Thomas ae wilf act 


as vice-president. 
The new faculty wil be composed of 


these gentlemen and of members of the 
faculties of the two schools, which se- 
lection has not yet been fully deter- 
mined. 
The Southern Dental college was 
among the seventeen institutions rec- 
ommended to the surgeon general of 
the army and. navy by the National 
Council for Defense for the arranging 
of. regular courses of military instruc- 
tion. 
In speaking of the plans Dr. Foster 
said: “We are aiming at raising the 
standard of dentistry education in the 
‘south to the very highest point. We 
want a higher standard of qualification, 
and it is because of this principally that 
the two institutions are being consol- 


idated.”

Petrograd, May 5.—(Via London.)— 
In consequence of the disorders which

Mr. Moore proposed the cotton tax 
while the committee was struggling 
with indifferent success to raise the 
total of the bill to the $1,800,000,000 de- 
sired by Secretary McAdoo. City prod- 
ucts, Mr. Moore maintained, had been 
heavily burdened with taxea, and it 
was only fair that southern planters 
should bear their share. Approximate- 
ly $30,000,000 could be raised during 
the year; he said, by the levy proposed. 

A storm of opposition ensu and to- 


the committee were up in arms, pre- 
dicting confidently that the Moore pro- 
posal never would carry. They argued 
it would be just as fair to tax wheat, 
corn and oats. 

Bill May Be Ready Tuesday. 

Argument on the proposal will be re- 
newed in the committee Monday. Its 
injection has made the time of comple- 
tion of the bill uncertain, but predic- 
tions tonight were it would. be ready 
for: submission to the house by Tues- 
day. Chairman Simmons, of the senate 
finance committee, announced that his 
committee would begin work on the 
‘bill as soon as it is reported to the 
house. Public hearings will be held by 
the senate committee. 

Despite the fact that the house bill 
now totals much less than the desired 
$1,800,000,000, the measure. as finally 
enacted, is expected by senate and 
house leaders to carry this amount. 
Some senators indicate a willingness 
even to, raise the total above the ad- 
ministrdtion request.

HUSBAND KILLED MAN 
WHOM THE WIFE LOVED 


Publication of Vawter’s Let- 
ters to Heth Has Turned 
Sympathy From Vawter to 
Mrs. Vawter—Vawters 
Poor Showing on Witness 
Stand.

Christiansburg, Va., May 5.—(Special.) 
The twelve men who are to decide 
whether or not Professor Charles E. 
Vawter, charged with the murder of 
Stockton Heth, Jr., shall go to the elec- 
tric chair, was taken today to Blacks- 
bufg, where they inspected the interior 
of the Vawter home on the Virginia 
Polytechnic. institute campus, where 
Heth was shot by Vawter on March 13. 
Closely guarded by officers and under 
the personal observation of Judge Mof- 
fett, presiding at the trial, the jury 
examined the premises with exactness. 
After inspecting the hallway where 
Heth was shot, examining the bullet 
holes in the wall, the door through 
which Mrs. Vawter fled from Heth’s 
room and the banisters against which 
Vawter says he fell as he fired on that 
mysterious night last March, the jury 
Was taken back to Christiansburg. 
The morning session of court was 
taken up with minor testimony and the 
@xamination of character witnesses. 
One witness, N. E. Slusher, was ques- 
tioned with reference to the testimony 
of Foreman Keith, of the Heth planta- 
tion. 
Vawter Seemed to Be Drinking. 
While Slusher was being questioned, 
he said that several years ago he saw

He corroborated testimony of Williams 
as to the latter’s recollection of state- 
ments made by Heth after the shooting. 

Dr. W. W. Bagley, whose absence on 
a medical case had delayed proceedings, 
returned and was recalled. The defense 
attacked his testimony as to Vawter’s 
sanity and indicated that similar attack 
would be made on other expert testi- 
mony offered by experts. 

The loophole of lunacy will prob- 
ably be opened as a way of-escape for 
Vawter on Monday. The old refuge 
of the hard-pressed criminal will be 
sought as a means by which Vawter 
can clear both hie killing of Heth and 
his attitude ‘toward his wife. The 
State will undertake to introduce evi- 
dence by expert alienists to prove that 
Vawter is not. and has not been crazy. 

Whether Vawter is declared sane or 
insane, guilty or innocent, there is a 
greater jury than those twelve men, 
and the greater jury of public opinion 
has already reached its verdict. With 
his past published to the world, Vaw- 
ter now faces a future full of obstacles 
as discouraging as the obstacles of the 
past were disastrous. In a little col- 
lege. town, where rumor is ever rest- 
less, he and his wife and their two 
children have only a home—a home of 
unpleasant memories—and a batch of 
bills, including geome attorneys’ claims 
for fees. 

Vawter Won Their Sympathy. 

For two months—ever since the 
night of the shooting—Virginians have 
expressed sympathy for Vawter. They 
have believed that justly and ad- 
mirably he defended his home against 
the intrusion of a philanderer who. 
having known Rachel Henderson as a 
girl, became more intimate with her 
after she was Rachel Henderson Vaw- 
ter. On her Virginians had come tu 
look, when the F. F. V.’s dared to look 
at all, without sympathy, wondering 
why the husband would continue to 
live with a woman whom he had found 
untrue.

When the whole horrible affair is 
related at some far-off day to little 
Rachel and Charlie Vawter, the »brave 
narrator, if he is fair and just, must 
tell how the people of Virginia changed 
their verdict.

Mrs. Vawter has become | 


| vittain, not the kind of villain. that the 
melodramatists display with black 
mustaches curling like ebony shavings 
on the upper lip. He is an unfortu- 
nate, pitiable, miserable villain, who— 
as one epectator remarked in ‘the 
courthouse here—“ought to be acquit- 
ted and then kicked into the street.” 
That’s what has become of Virginia's 
admiration for Charles E. Vawter. 

On the witness stand Vawter made 
a poor showing. Throughout his state- 
ment he spoke with furtive glances 
from judge to jurors to lawyers; he 
talked in a colorless tone; he was not 
impressive. The only apparently sin- 
cere thing about him was his desper- 
ate, growing, sickening dread of the 
electric chair. He seemed to have for- 
gotten his deed; his wife and his chil- 
dren; occasionally he seemed to strive 


for dramatic effect. One wondered 
if he had been drilled a little im the 


elocution of his recital. He would 
throw up his hands, call on the Infinite 
to witness his Innocence, and swear by 
his love for his wife. Yet it was pain- 
fully ineffective. So superficial ap- 
peared his remarks that they did uot 
arouse responsive sympathy from audi- 
ence or jury. He had not “put it 
across.” 
Jack Lee Grills Vawter. 

In cross-examining Vawter, Jack 
Lee, of Lynchburg, Virginia's most fa- 
mous criminal lawyer, shot his evi- 
dence to. pieces. Lee introduced the 
most striking single piece of testimo- 
ny in the whole case—the letter writ- 
ten by Vawter offering his wife to 
Heth, and enclosing a liquor bill. 


This is the letter that turned sym- 
pathy for Vawter into contempt; upset 
the plans of the defense, and aroused 
unspeakable disgust tor a man who 
hitherto had been esteemed and ad- 
mired even with bloody hands. 

The letter is remarkable. On it will 
be based the plea of insanity, if it is 
made, and on it Jack Lee has founded 
his attack. The letter is perhaps with- 
out precedence in criminal records. It 
begins with “My Dear—,” the _ five 
spaces in the blank representing the 
letters, “S-t-o-c-k”: 

“My Dear Please read this 

and when you have, destroy it. 

“I can’t speak it for reasons you 
can guess, but to make my posi- 
tion clear in a matter over which 
I have no control I know it is my 
duty to state my position. 

“it all seems to strange and 
weird. Then, again, 1 know you 
will condemn me, but that matters 
little. 

“I know what happened Sunday 
afternoon. I was thought to be 
asleep, but in reality was never 
more wide awake. I came to the 
door and found out for myself what 
I have suspicioned for quite a 
while. Now 1 am going to give you 
the surprise of your life and I only 
hope that you will be able to ap- 
preciate my osition. ns a Bs8u- 
preme effort kept myself under 
control that afternoon and _ can 
keep it now forever. To make a 
long matter short, I love be- 
yond what I can express and the 
conventions of this world cannot 
make me do anything to mar her 
happiness: I remember all the 
years she has had to stick by me 
when drink made a demon of me, 
how her love has never faltered. 
Now, mine shall not. I know that 
you are the only love Rachel has 
ever shown for anyone except me. 
She loves you dearly and you must 
not hurt her. Never let her know 
that I have any idea that she loves 
you or that you love her. I hope 
you do, because if she knew, her 
happiness would be marred. Now 
ou can love her with less fear. 

ou are not worrying me, for it is 
for her happiness, not yours, al- 
though I like you very much. You 
are simply a lucky being.

Mrs. Vawter does not yet know that 
her husband wrote that letter. She 
has never read it; she would not be- 
lieve that he could do such a thing. 

On the day after Vawter testified 
his wife was called to the stand. he 
defendant’s lawyers had asked her to 
leave the room while her husband was 
on the stand, and she did not come 
back until the next morning. 

Rachel Henderson Vawter deserves 
her reputation of being the prettiest 
woman in southwest Virginia. “Uand- 
some and graceful, she has the lovely, 
expressive face of a woman one never 
tires of seeing. 

“Your honor,” said the attorney for 
the accused before calling Mrs. Vawter 
to the stand, “the defense has now 
reached that point in the testimony 
where it wishes to put Mrs. Vawter on 
the stand. On account of the cherac- 
ter of the testimony, we are going to 
make a motion that thé courtroom be 
cleared.” 


Courtroom Is Not Cleared, 


The prosecution did not concur in 
that motion. Judge Moffett said that 
he could not clear the courthouse of 
spectators unless both sides asked it, 
and the prosecution agreed to exclude 
all except the newspaper men, who sat 
at a long row of tables. The prose- 
cution is friendly, with the Heth fam- 
ily, and the Heth family is bent on 
clearing the name of its son.

The lover was dead; the 
injured husband had been half-blind.

—not Jack Lee. Always a gentleman, 
he is all the more effective, for no mat- 
ter how pointed his inquiry, he appears 
too polite to ask it all. 

Jack Lee put to Mrs. Vawter the 
question which she must have known 
was coming. Jack Lee then repeated 
it, blurted it out, @nd emphasized it, 
and the woman on the stand answered. 

There were only two things for Pro- 
fessor Vawter to do: Go to the electric 
chair, or have his wife humiliated pub- 
licly. He chose the chair; she chose 
humiliation. Professor Vawter will not 
be condemned to death. 

Among other questions put to Mrs. 
Vawter was the inquiry as to whether 
she knew anything of the letter which 
is reprinted in this article. She said 
she had never heard of it; she didn’t 
know such a letter was in existence, 
she said, although Vawter, while she 
was not in the courtroom on the 
before, had admitted that he wrote it.

GERMAN LOSSES 
SAID TO BE HIGH. 


Paris, May 6.—The capture of Ger- 
man positions on a front of six kilo- 
metres and the taking of the impor- 
tant strategical position forming a 
lateau in the region of Cerny-en- 

onnis and Craonne and more than 
4,400 prisoners, were the outstanding 
features of the allied success Saturday. 
The battle continues with fury and the 
losses of the Germans are officially 
characterized as “exceptionally high.” 

he German crown prince did not 
hesitate to sacrifice his reserves and 
repeated his desperate counter  at- 
tacks in an extended endeavor to 
neutralize the gain of the French, but 
all efforts to retake the ground were 
in vain. The assaulting waves of the 
German forces were everywhere 
broken and the principal line of the 
enemy defense was thrown back. 

The obstacles confronting the 
French armies were in many cases 
natural and, it would seemr, insurmount- 
able, and the French accomplished 
magnificent exploits in scaling them 
in the face of the enemy, who had ac- 
cumulated. divisions and batteries. 
News from the front tells of the ex- 
treme violence of the counter attacks

Rheims the enemy made violent counter 
attacks. The fighting was particularly 
severe. Our troops repulsed several 
counter attacks made with great num- 
bers of men.

Story of Looting Disclosed by 
Proceeding Before Nor- 
way Naval Court. 


Christiania, Norway, May 5.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.) 
The proceedings before a naval court 
regarding the sinking of the Nor- 
Wegian steamer Storaas have again 
shown an interesting example of how 
some German regular naval officers 
behave when sinkingand looting neu- 
tral ships.

Midway between Norway and 
England in the North sea, March 14, a 
U-boat was observed astern. Th° 
Storaas immediately was stopped and 
the crew ordered into the boats. While 
these got lowered the U-boat fired 
wice.

“The German officer then ordered the 
captain down into the boat and after 
a while came out with a load consist- 
ing of the captain's belongings, clothes, 
pillows, table cloths, napkins, nautic 
instruments, charts, chronometer, com- 
| pass, stationery, picture frames and pic- 
| tures, books and two Norwegian silk 
flags. To the captain he said: 

“‘Look here, you could just as well 
have given it to me; now I take it any- 


way.’ 

“While their leading officer was loot- 
ing the captain’s cabin the three ma- 
rines were working likewise in the oth- 
er cabins—one who Iikely was a petty 
officer looted the cabins of the Storaas 
officers, while the mariners rifled the 
forecastle.” 

The German officer had romised 
Captain Gude Due to tow the lifeboats 
nearer land, but when Storaas was sunk 
the U-boat signalled to steer west, 
while it, at ful! speed, steered in the op- 
posite direction. 

After having suffered great hardships 
for three days and nearly given up 
hope of being saved, both boats reached 
the Norwegian coast, and all were 
saved. The Norwegian press reports 
the affair under such headlines as: 
“Germans Stole on Board Storaas,” 
‘“U-boat Officer Broke Into Captain's 
‘Cabin and Rifled His Personal Belong- 
ee and “German Freedom of _ the 
eas.” 


BRITISH ARISTOCRATS 
URGED TO GIVE LAND 


They Are Asked to Follow the 
Example of Russian 
Grand Dukes. 


London, April 20.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—tTne Coun- 
tess of Warwick, owner of 23,U00 acres, 
has issued a stirring appeal to the 
landed aristocracy of Great Britain to 
follow the example of the Russian 
grand dukes and turn over all their 
teudal properties to the skate. 

“We must go,” she says. “The aris- 
tocracy of England, in its position of 
hereditary landowners, must go. 

“The country rings with suggestions 
for the betterment of the conditions 
under which land is cultivated, but as 
I see things, the suggestions are in 
no instance drastic enough. 

“The only cure for the present evils 
seems to me to be state ownership, the 
abolition of all private property in the 
earth that was given to all of us in 
common. 

“There are two classes of large land- 
owners in England, the aristocracy and 
the plutocrac,y. 

“As a class, the aristocracy have been 
pees landiords within limits, but the 
imits are very marked, because they 
have always been a narrow-minded 
body. The average chatelaine who 
plays the part of Lady Bountiful is to 
me an abomination, because her philan- 
thropy is so closely associated with 
dogmatic religion, personal pride, and 
party politics. 

“T have known estates where the 
tenants are expected to belong to the 
Church of England, and non-con- 
formists are barred or persecuted. 
Radicalism is likewise suspect. Farm- 
ers, laborers and small village trades- 
men. have been ruined or exiled from 
the place of their birth bgcause their 
opinions are contrary to those of their 
landlord. Men and women on such 
estates must rule their lives to order, 
think as they are told to think. If our 
aristocracy possessed the over- 
whelming wisdom necessary to their 
role as supreme dictators, all would be 
well, but I cannot reckon in their 
ranks more than six whose claims 
would bear momentary consideration. 

“As for the plutocrats, the men. who 
have bought lands and titles in the 
open market—and the one is nearly as 
readily purchased as the other—they 
have not the old feudal tradition of 
the aristocracy. They have been ac- 
customed to make business ventures 
‘pay; they demand 6 per cent on their 
pgs 4 and employ an agent who will 
see that they get it. The landlord of 
this class is a bad landlord. 

“For the betterment of social con- 
ditions in England a supreme sacrifice 
is required. It is no more than -jus- 
tice that the men who have offered 
their lives in this war for Britain 
snould have the freedom of Britain for 
their reward. It is no justice that 
calls men to fight for the land and 
leaves it in the hands of a fraction of 
those who fought. Te me it is impos- 
sible that in the future ‘his grace’ or 


‘my lord’ should own square miles of }' 


the mother earth for which Tom died 
and Dick was sore wounded and Harry 
fought unscathed. 

| “The country has great needs, If it is 
‘to remain solvent the united work of 
one and all is necessary. The old feu- 
dal landlord will be an anachronism, 
the new money-spun landlord an 
abomination. Only the state can own 
the land in tfust for those who can

Chemical Industries Ready to 
Help Nation. 


(From Metallurgical and Chemical En- 
gineering.) 

The chemical market has been upset 
by the declaration of war against 
Germany, and while all the manufac- 
turers are ready and wriling to help 
the government, there is no definite 
information yet available as to what 
effect the new condition will have. 
Just what the government will do re- 
imains to be seen. Purchases will be 
made on an enormous scale, but ab- 
normal profits will not be allowed. 
The margin of profit that will be al- 
lowed manufacturers is in doubt. The 
entente governments have been allow- 
ing ten per cent margin, but it is 
stated that this percentage will be cut 
by Washington. Full authority has 
been given the executive offices of the 
government to take over and operate 
any plant that does not immediately 
agree to sell at the prices set by the 
government. Already it is announced 
that one manufacturer who refused to 
sell at a set price has felt the influence 
of this new authority an dhas been 


notified that if he maintains his atti- 
tude he will find his plant in new 
operating hands shortly. Already the 
fertilizer industry has felt the in- 
fluence of stirring current events. The 
government has, according to reliable 
authority, commandeered the menhaden 
fishing vessels in the Chesapeake Ond 
ordered them to report to Norfolk. 
These swift ae vessels of sturdy con- 
struction will presumably be armed 
and assume patrol duty similar to that 
of the English and Scotch trawlers.

the first time for formal conferences 
the British and American military of- 
ficials, and there was a preliminary 
study of the whole general situation 
under the five heads of intelligence 
work, munitions, materials, hospitals 
and the expeditionary force question. 
Five joint committees were appointed 
to work out a series of recommenda- 
tions on these subjects. 
All Phases of Co-Operation. 

At the meeting the officials summar- 
ized the results of the individual con- 
ferences held. daily since the British 
mission arrived and laid the ground- 
work for general discussions of all 
phases of military co-operation. While 
no formal announcement was made, the 
impression grew after the meeting that 
an American army will go to the west- 
ern front, as soon as possible. 

The British officials present besides 
Mr. Balfour were Lieutenant General 
Bridges, Major C. E. Dansey and other 
military members attached to the mis- 
sion. The United States was repre- 
sented by Secretaries Baker, Lane and 
Redfield, and other members of the 
council of national defense, together 
with Major Generals Scott and Bliss, 
chief and assistant chief of staff, re- 
spectively; Brigadier General Crozier, 
chief of ordnance; Quartermaster Gen- 
eral Sharpe and Surgeon General Gor- 
gas. 

The question of sending an expédi- 
tionary force is understood to de- 
pend now almost éntirély on whether 
the allies would prefer to divert from 
the transport of food the amount of 
tonnage necessary to carry the soldiers 
across the Atlantic. 

The names of the officials on the sev- 
eral commiktees were not announced, It 
is understood all of them will begin 
sessions immediately and _ definite 
agreements are expected within a few 
days. 

Trade Committees'‘at Work. 

Already trade committees of Ameri- 
can officials and members of the Brit- 
ish and French missions are at work 
on a general export program to be sub- 
mitted to the American and allied gov- 
ernments. The American members are 
bureau chiefs of the state, treasury, ag- 
riculture and commerce departments 
and of the shipping board. The for- 
eign representatives will speak for all 
the allied trade and shipping interests. 

A plan of apportioning American 
supplies among the allies and _ the 
maintenance of a proper balance be- 
tween munitions, food and other ship- 
ments is the first thing to be worked 
out by the trade committees. The al- 
lies will present an outline of their

Airplanes Revel 
Like Spring Birds 
In Sunshine Days 


Picturesque Incidents Are 
Constantly Being Added 
to Aerial Fighting Records 
on the British Front. 


With the British Armies in France, 
|May 5.—(Via London. From a Staff 
|'Correspondent of the Associated Press.) 
Activity during thé past twenty-four 
hours eeems to have centered prin- 
cipally about Bellecourt, where fight- 
ing amid the ruins of what was once 
that village, has been going on con- 
tinuously since Thursday. 

Bellecourt straddles the Hindenburg 
line west of Queant. The fighting has 
been difficult at times, but the British 
are slowly, but steadily, blasting their 
way forward with bombs, aided, of 
course, by the constant play of massed 
artillery. 

The airplanes still are revelling like 
spring birds in days of golden sun- 
shine and constantly are adding most 
picturesque incidents to the fighting 
records. It is possible, of course, to 
record only a few of their many ex- 
ploits. For example, there is the story 
of a British pilot who yesterday at- 
tacked an enemy machine 10 miles 
over the German lines and immediate- 
ly was set upon by three other hostile 
scouts. The Britisher, however, pur- 
sued his original prey until he saw 
him crash to the ground from a height 
of 1,000 feet. He then turned west- 
ward, but saw that he could not force 
his way through the three German 
fighting machines which were await- 
ing him. Thereupon he decided to 
practice a bit of deception and pre- 
tended to land. The three hostile ma- 
chines proceeded to do the same 80 as 
to make him prisoner. Just as~ soon, 
however, as the British flier saw his 
adversaries reach the ground he start- 
ed his engine and flew away to his 
home etation. The startled Germans 
also got under way after some delay 
and began pursuit. They could not 
overtake him, however, and as he 
neared the British lines they were 
driven back by a heavy fire from the 
British trenches. é 

The young British pilot, who “sat 
over Cambrai” several days ago and 
watched six German airplanes climbing 
toward him, then fought them and 
escaped, and who believes he will 
never be killed, had a very. narrow 
squeak a few days later. It came after 
a day of excellent hunting. He had 
driven down a hostile aircraft near 
Noyelles and had attacked and de- 
stroyed a two-seater Albatross just 
west of Cambrai, when the idea came 
to him to climb over a bit of cloud 
and wait there for any German ma- 
chine which might venture up, just as 
a duck hunter would wait in a blind. 

He had to wait some time, but final- 
ly another two-seater Albatross came 
into view. He started in pursuit, but 
the hostile machine immediately put 
its nose down and fled. The British 
pilot also put his nose down and fled 


after him. 

When about 500 feet from the 

ground, however, the British scout's 
machiné was hit by an anti-aircraft 
high explosive shell. All the controls, 
with the exception of one part of one 
of the elevators were shot away and 
the body of the machine was severely 
damaged. 
The force of the explosion was such 
that the machine got into a spin. Spins 
are dangerous at any time, but when 
so close to the ground they are gen- 
erally fatal. ut the young pilot 
cleverly pulled his little fighter out of 
its ceawulaions and eventually return- 
ed to the aerodrome, where he made 
a perfect landing. j 


SPANELLSCONMCTED 
OF MURDER OF BUTLER 


Punishment Fixed at Five 
Years—New Trial Will 
Be Asked. 


Coleman, Texas, May 5.—A verdict of 
guilty of murder was returned tonight 
by the jury in the case of Harry J. 
Spanell, charged with the killing of 
Lieutenant Colonel M. C. Butler. Punish- 
ment was fixed at five years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Spanell all but collapsed when the 
verdict was read. Counsel for. the de- 
fense announced a motion for a new 
trial would be filed immediately, and 
if it were not granted, an appeal would 
be taken. The plea for reversal, they 
said, would be based specifically upon 
the refusal of the court to sustain de- 
fense’s plea of “former acquittal.” 

Spanell was indicted at Alpine, Texas, 
for the alleged killing of his wife and 
Lieutenant Colonel Butler on the night 
of July 20, 1916. The charge of killing 
his wife, Mrs. Crystal Holland Spanell, 
was tried at San Angelo last February, 
on a change of venue. Spanell was ac- 
quitted and the case against him for 
killing Butler was brought to Coleman 
county. The trial here began Monday, 
April 23. 

Testifying in his own behalf, Spanell 
virtually repeated his testimony given 
at San Angelo last February. Butler, 
he said, had shown undue attentions to 
Mrs. Spanell, despite several warnings 
and promises to cease these attentions. 
On the evening of the double shooting 
Spanell testified, Butler had insulted 
Mrs. Spanell in an upstairs room of the 
Holland hotel at Alpine. He invited 
Butler into an automobile with himself 
and wife, and after driving a short 
distance demanded an explanation of 
Butler’s alleged actions. In the ensuing 
altercation several shots were fired. The 
shot that killed his wife, Spanell de- 
clared, had been fired by Butler. 
Spanell did not deny that he fired 
shots at Butler, nor that some of these 
shots killed the army officer, but he 
fired, he said, in self-protection, as- 
serting that Butler was the aggressor. 
More than two hundred witnesses 
were éxamined during the present trial, 
during the early periods of which the 
defense entered a plea of “former ac- 
quittal,” because of Spanell’s acquittal 
of the killing of his wife.

Many workmen had been allowed @ 
half holiday to see the famous visitors, 
and all the addresses appealed to them 
to help manufacture munitions of war, 
which they said were as essential as 
soldiers at the front. Marshal Joffre 
addressed his wildly-cheering auditors 
as follows: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen; I am _ happy 
to salute the city of Chicago. This as- 
sembly reminds me of France at the 
moment of declaration of war in Au- 
gust, 1914. The Germans had assailed 
us in a brutal attack, hoping within a 
short time to destroy France by many 
barbarous blows. The danger was 
caught in the act. 

“All the French people ran to the 
border. The farmer, the workman, in 
fact, all French people were standing 
at the border. The fight was hard, but 
at last we were successful and stopped 
the enemy. The battle of the rne 
stopped them completely at that time. 

“We were in need of munitions. We 
were in need of guns and rifles. Then 
we took from the ranks of the army 
all the special workmen to make guns, 
bullets and bombs, and from that time 
the French army is comprised of those 
who fight at the front and those who 
make it possible to fight at the front. 
There is the army at the front and the 
army in the shops and factories, and 
it is from the army ak the front and the 
army at the shops that I bring greet- 
ing to you.”

GERMAN WAR AIMS 
10 BE MADE CLEAR 


At Least Imperial Chancel- 
lor Promisés to Explain to 
Reichstag—Pressure Grow- 
ing for Frank Statement. 


Copenhagen, May 5.—(Via London.)— 
A plainer declaration of Germany's 
peace conditions will be made by Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg within a 
fortnight. 

Dr. Karl Helfferich, the vice chancel- 
lor, announced yesterday that an an- 
Sl would be made within this time by 
the chancellor to the interpellations pre- 
sented by the conservatives and the so- 
cialists. The chancellor's decision to de- 
fine Germany's aims was the result of 
pressure exerted from all sides. 

Notwithstanding the promise of, the 
imperial German chancellor to answer 
peace interpellations in the reichstag, 
the prediction may perhaps be hazarded 
that Dr. von Bethmann Hollweg will 
again find it no time now to expose the 
government's peace conditions to the 
sunlight of publicity, and that the re- 
ply will move through the-broad shadow 
land of generalities and linguistic sub- 
tleties, lving between the earlier indef- 
inite declarations and the realm of plain 
statement regarding the government’s 
aims and peace policy. 

At least, this would appear at pres- 
ent to be his intention, judging by the 
inspired Berlin dispatch in the Cologne 
Gazette, which declares Ahat nobody ac- 
quainted with the difficulti¢s of foreign 
affairs in war—one coalition against 
janother—could see in the chancellor's 
refusal to commit himself either to an 
imperialistic program of conquest or to 
the socialist plan of renunciation evi- 
dence of weakness, and that the chan- 
cellor, confident that the great ma- 
jority of Germans are with him, will 
continue to follow his old course, not 
yielding to the pressure of the right 
or left. 

It remains to be seen how far he can 
adhere to this determination against the 
steadily waxine pressure, if not from 
the general public, the Cologne Gazette 
continues, then at least from organized 
parliamentary opinion, and aggressive 
purposeful newspapers of all parties, 
except the center which has, notwith- 
standing earlier similar declaratiens of 
independence, forced the chancellor to 
tear off one veil after another from 
his peace concept and expose its form to 
the public eye. 

The discussions on Thursday by the 
reichstag committee,.of the Belgian 
problem, for example, probably reveal- 
ed to the members considerably more 
of Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg’s pro- 
gram for Belgium than appears in the 
newspapers. The reports of the sitting, 
which, as usual, were censored by both 
the chairman and representatives of 
the administration before their publi- 
cation, show, however, that Vice Chan- 
cellor Helfferich listened without ex- 


postulation to a discussion by radical 
representatives of the separation of

New York, May 5.—Jesse S. Phillips, 
state superintendent of insurance, an- 
nounced late today that he had ob- 
tained in the supreme court a tempo- 
rary restraining order in proceedings to 
take possession of the Washington Life 
Insurance company and conserve its 


assets. 

The action grows out of the investi- 
gation of the Pittsburg Life and Trust 
company and was necessitated by an 
agreement entered into by the « two 
companies December 30, 1908. The 
Pittsburg company intended to acquire 
the Washington life outright, but diffi- 
culties arose and it merely reinsured 
the policy obligations of the latter 
company. 

Mr. Phillips said the court proceed- 
ings were prompted by information that 
securities which were exchanged for 
the bonds of a lumber company were 
out of the fund the Pittepura Life had 
set aside to nareates Ce policyholders 
of the Washington e. 

It was learned today by Mr. Phillips 
and District Attorney Swann ih their in- 
vestigation of the Pittsburg companys 
affairs, it was announced, that the 
Washineton Life building and the St. 
James building, valued,at more than 
$3,000,000, had been ttansferred_ to 
Stonewall J. Jackson, 24 years old, of 
Windsor, Canada. The young man is 
an employee of a Detroit company and 
reports to Henry U. Birdseye, son of 
Clarence F. Birdseye, involved in the 
Pittsburg company tangle, it was stat- 
ed. Jackson told the investigators, they 
said, that he merely took title to the 
buildings as an accommodation and 
signed papers without knowing what 
they were. 


WATERWAYS MEASURE 
ADOPTED BY COMMITTEE 


Washington, May 6.—An omnibus riv- 
ers and harbors bill approximating 
$26,893,000 and carrying authorizations 
for many surveys an examinations 
with a view to future improvements, 
was agreed on today by the house riv- 
ers and harbors committee. The Dill 
is mainly for maintenance and contin- 
uance of existing improvements, and is 
based on recommendations submitted 
by the war and navy departments in 
the interest of national defense. 

Chairman Small, of the committee, 
will bring up the bill in the house prob- 
ably next week, with a view to quick 
action. Representative Frear, of the 
committee, a republican, who has op- 
posed many items in past river and 
harbor measures, announced today he 
would present a substitute carrying a 
smaller lump sum. 

In additionssto items already an- 
nounced, the bill as agreed to carries 
provision for improvement of the Up- 
per Bay, New York hapbor, opposite the 
anchorage grounds, at an ultimate cost 
of $830,000. 

The bill provides for deepening Bos- 
ton harbor channel to give a forty-foot 
depth from the outer channel, beyond 
President roads, at an estimated ulti- 
mate cost of $1,545,000, and of deep- 
ening to thirty feet the channel at Mo- 
bile at an estimated cost of $1,030,000. 

The original provision carrying $360,- 
000 for Norfolk harbor and channels, 
including a channel to Newport News, 
was changed to carry $900,000 with a 
view to widening to forty feet the 
channel from the sea to the navy yard,

Foreign Secretary Milukoff, confirm- 
ing the stand taken by Premier Lvoff, 
said: “The note expresses the view of 
the temporary government. It has no 
other aim. The recent note repeats 
and develops the idea expressed in the 
first note, which was worked out in 
conjunction with the council of depu- 
ties. If we compare the notes it is 
clear that the information they con- 
tain constitutes a step forward. The 
events of yesterday will make the al- 
lies very sad while pleasing our ene- 
mies.” 

M. Milukoff said a new note was 
quite impossible. “Such conduct,” he 
continued, “towards a foreign govern- 
ment canhot be permitted. If we should 
attempt to follow a route which in my 
conviction is impracticable, we would 
only be repulsed.” 

The minister made an allusion to 
a secret telegram which has been re- 
ceived from the allies. It is significant 
that the ambassadors of England, 
France and Italy have called upon the 
foreign secretary. M. Milukoff con- 
cluded by saying: 

“Respecting our military needs and 
means of continuing the war we are 
dependent ‘to a great extent upon the 
allies, especially upon America. It will 
be an everlasting blot on our history 
if there should be a possibility of con- 
cluding a separate peace. But the 
council itself has declared against a 
separate peace.” 

New Note to Allies. 


The sitting of the grand council of 
the workmen's and soldiers’ delegates 
ended late last night after the dele- 
gates had discussed a supplementary 
communication from the provisional 
government, éxplaining the note of 
May 1 tothe allies. The council passed 
a resolution declaring that the govern- 
ment’s new note, which it will send to 


the allies puts an end to all interpreta- 
tions of the note of May 1, contrary to 
the interests and aims of the revolu- 
tionary democracy. ’ 

Another resolution was adopted de- 
claring that the policy of annexation 
for the first time had been made the 
subject of international discussions and 
this fact should be considered an im- 
portant victory for democracy. The 
resolution concluded: 

“The executive committee, while as- 
serting its unalterable determination 
not to make peace except on these con- 
ditions, appeals to the entire revolu- 
tionary comocracy of Russia to rally 
round the council of workmen's and 
soldiers’ delegates and declares its firm 


overcome the resistance of their gov- 
ernments and force them to enter upon 
negotiations for peace on the basis of 
renunciation of all annexations and 
indemnities.”’ 

The explanation of the note of May 
1 which the provisional government 

ave to the council and which will be 
orwarded to the allies governments, 
follows: 

“The note was subjected to long and 
detailed examination by the provisional 
government and was unanimously ap- 

roved. It was obvious that this note, 
n speaking of a decisive victory, had 
in view a solution of the problems 
which were mentioned in the communi- 
cation of April 9 and which was thus 
specified :’ 

“‘The government deems it to be its 
right and duty to declare now that free 
Russia does not aim at the domination 
of other nations or of their national 

atrimony or at occupying by force 
oreign territories, but that its object 
is to establish a durable peace on the 
basis of the rights of nations to de- 
cide their own destiny. The Russian 
nation does not lust after the strength- 
ening of its power abroad at the ex- 
pense of other nations; its aim is not 
to subjugate or humiliate any one. In 
the name of the higher principles of 
equity, the Russian people have broken 
the chains which fettered the Polish 
nation, but it will not suffer that its 
own country shall emerge from the 

reat struggle humiliated or weakened 
in its vital force.’ 

“In referring to the ‘penalties and 
essential to a durable 
eace, the provisional government had 
n view the reduction of armaments, 
the establishment of international tri- 
bunals, et cetera. This explanation 
will be communicated by the minister 
of foreign affairs to the ambassadors 
of the allied powers.” 

Great Victory for Democracy. 


The newspapers, liberal and socialist, 
comment on yesterday’s settlement as a 
great victory for democracy. At the 
same time they counsel moderation and 
the preservation of good relations with 
the provisional government in the in- 
terests of internal peace. Maxim Gor- 
ky’s ‘Novia Zhizn says: 

“The experiment government was a 
failure. Democracy should feel satis- 
fied. But valuable time has been lost 
and the country is nearer wreck, 
“Democracy, whose desire is peace, 


‘| which is the only safety for the country, 


must not be passive. Its duty is not 
only to prevent a repetition of experi- 
ments like that of April 28, but it must 
insist upon immediate further steps by 
the government toward ieace. A new 
program of peace without annexation 
or indemnity must be offered in the 
near future by the allies and requested 
by the government in the name of the 
Russian people.” 

The Dyet says: “The revolution has 
achieved another victory. It has re- 
ceived from the temporary government 
a categorical repudiation of expropria- 
tion and contributions. As soon as this 
declaration was published, the Bolshe- 
visky (the most radical of socialist 
group) demanded from the government 
the rupture of the treaties concluded 
between Russia and her allies before the 
revolution. The old regime was ready 
to break these treaties to save the 
monarchy. Democracy criticised the 
demands of the Bolshevisky as it critl- 
cised the work of the old regime.” 
The Edenstvo says that a bad peace 
is better than a good quarrel, and ithat 
those who do not desire civil war should 
be careful not to make agreements. It 
cautions against listening to sugges- 
tions of separate peace, which, it saya 
nobody wants except some “irresponsi- 
bile people.” 

The Volia says: “We have a govern- 
ment and at the same time no govern- 
ment. For one has either to trust the 
government and allow it to work unhin- 
dered or dismiss it and replace it b 
one in full authority which can work 
independently. Unfortunately the orig- 
inal relations of the democracy, or at 
least some circles of the democracy, and 
the temporary government have become 
changed. These circles now no longer 
desire the government to fulfill its 
proper functions, but to carry out their 
desires. 

‘If they want a certain kind of peace, 
the government must place itself at 
their service. If they wish to conclude 
peace in two weeks, the government 
must agree. If they desire to influence 
the allies and deflect them from their 
aims, the government must immediately 
conform. In other words, these circles 
want the government to he their mes- 
senger. Such a position can only evoke 
garcasm and scorn. They must either 
support the government loyally or lead 
Russia themselves.” 

People Support Government. 
Friends of the government out-dem- 
onstrated the demonstrators Friday 
evening. As though of one accord the 
people, stirred into a seeming realiza- 
tion of the catastrophe overshadowin 
the country through the menaced f 
of the government, turned out man, 
woman and child, in support of the 
temporary authorities. 

From end to end the Nevsky Mors- 
kaya was packed with marching crowds 
of all grades of society. Well groom- 
ed and gray-headed men and women, 
expensively clad students by thousands, 
soldiers, business men and _ children, 
seemingly a quarter of the population, 
cheered and shouted for the govern- 
ment,

War Department Issues 
Outline of the Method. 
Task in Hands of Civilian 
Officials of the States. 


Washington, May 5.—An official out- 
line of the method by which military 
registration is to be carried out under 
the selective conscription bill, was 
made public today, with an appeal from 
the war department for the voluntary 
services of state election and other of- 
ficials in order that there will be no 
delay in enrolling and classifying m il- 
lions of men for army duty. Careful 
preparation has been made to place the 
whole task in the hands of civilian of-

ficials of the states 
every suggestion of 
putting the measure into effect. 
only function of the federal govern- 
ment will be supervision through the 
office of the provost marshal general. 


The Department's Statement. 


The department's statement follows: 

There’ was a time in the country’s 
history when military enumerators, 
backed by bayonets, went out among 
the people to take a compulsory serv- 
ice census. Today under the principle 
of universal liability to service the ex- 
ecution of the law is put into the hands 
of the people. 

The approval of the new national 
army bill and the president's proclama- 
tion thereunder will be coincident. All 
persons within the age limits prescrib- 
ed will be required to present them- 
selves for registration at the custom- 
ary voting piaces in the voting pre- 
cinects in which they have their per- 
manent homes, on a day which the pres- 
ident will announce. The probability 
is, that from ten to fifteen days will 
elapse between approva! of the bill 
and registration day. 

The governor of each state will be 
the chief of registration therein. The 
machinery of registration in each coun- 
tv is to be in charge of the sheriff, the 
county clerk and the county physician, 
acting ex-officio, unless a different 
hoard shall be announced by the gov- 
ernor. In cities containing populations 
of more than 30,000, the registration 
will be under the control of the mayor 
and selected boards of registration. In 
order that the designated county and 
city officials, and the people generally, 
can get a clear understanding-<of the 
census methods the following brief out- 
line is given: 

The sheriffs or other designated of- 
ficials, immediately upon receiving no- 
tice from the governor, shall appoint 
registrars for each voting precinct. 

The Apportionment of Registrars. 

The proportion of registrars shall be 
one for each 170 persons to be reg- 
istered. lIach age to be registered will 
comprise about 1 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 

If, for instance, all men between 19 
and 25 years of age, inclusive, are te 
be registered, the registrar would have 
to enroll about 7 per cent of the pre- 
cinct population. 

It is desirable to accept the services 
of competent volunteer registrars to 
serve without compensation. All reg- 
istrars must be sworn. 

The voting place in each precinct 
must be prepared for registration. Full 
printed instructions covering every de- 
tail of registration will be in the hands 
of sheriffs and mayors on the fifth 
day after the president’s proclama- 
tion. 

The mayor of a city containing more 
than 39,000 inhabitants, or the offi- 
cials designated by the governor there- 
in, shall, with approval of the governor, 
appoint for each ward or convenient 
minor subdivision containing about-30,- 
000 people one registration board, and 
@hall designate one officer of each 
board to perform duties similar to those 
imposed on the sheriff, as heretofore 
outlined. If the mayor desires, he 
may appoint a central board to co-or- 
dinate the work of minor boards. 

On the fifth day after the president 
has issued his proclamation, clerks of 
counties and cities of over 30,000 must 
secure a supply of blanks and copies of 
the registration regulations from the 
sheriff or from the mayor. Absentees

Officials of educational, charitable and 
other institutions should apply for in- 
structions to the county or city clerk 
on the sixth day after the date of the 
proclamation for instructions as to a 
convenient method of registration. 

The wardens of jails, penitentiaries 
and reformatories should apply to the 
county or city clerk for instructions on 
the sixth day. 

Five days after the date of the presi- 
dent’s proclamation complete regula- 
tions will be in the hands of all sheriffs 
and of the officials of cities of over 
30,000 population.

Properly Balanced Meals. 

“To save food the housewife must 
learn to plan economical and properly 
balanced meals which, while nourish- 
ing each member of the family proper- 
ly, do not encourage over-eating or 
offer excessive and wasteful variety. 
It is her duty to use all effective meth- 
ods to protect food from spoilage by 
heat, dirt, mice or insects. She must 
acquire the culinary ability to utilize 
every bit of edible food that comes into 
her home. She must learn to use such 
foods as vegetables, beans, peas and 
milk products as partial substitutes for 
meats. She must make it her business 
to see that nothing nutritious is 
thrown away or allowed to be wasted. 

“Waste in any individual household 
may seem to be insignificant, but if 
only a single ounce of edible food, on 
the average, is allowed to spoil or be 
thrown away in each of our 20,000,000 
homes, over 1,300,000 pounds of ma- 
terial would be wasted each day. It 
takes the fruit of many acres and the 
work of many people to raise, prepare 
and distribute 464,000,000 pounds of 
food a year. Every ounce of food 
thrown away, therefore,. tends also to 
waste the labor of an army of busy 
citizens. 

“Clothing is largely an agricultural 
product and represents the results of 
labor on the sheep ranges, in cotton 
fields and in mills and factories. 
Whenever a useful garment is need- 
lessly discarded material needed to 
keep some one warm or dry may be 
consumed merely to gratify a passing 
fancy. Women would do well to look 
upon clothing at this time more par- 
ticularly from the ultilitarian point of 
view. 

Take Care of Shoes.

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NEW FREGHT RATE 


Say Increase Will Sadly 
Cripple Peach Industry in 
This State--Fruit Growers’ 
@xchange Will Lead Fight 
on Rates. 


In behalf of the Georgia peach grow- 
ers who are its members, the Georgia 
Fruit exchange is planning to make a 
vigorous fight against the proposed 15 
per cent increase in freight rates an- 
nounced to hbecome effective July 
The exchange wil! send its attorneys 
to appear before the interstate com- 
merce commission in Washington to 
oppose the increase. 

This increese would mean an added 
expense of $75,000 on this year’s crop 
alone, figuring that 75 per cent of the 
crop moves after July 1. It will mean 
an average increase of over $25 per 


car. 

The seriousness of this added ex- 
pense to the Georgia peach growers 
will become apparent when it is known 
that it now costs them slightly more 
than a dollar a crate, or $500 a car, to 
put their product into New York. Fig- 
uring on a per crate basis, freight 
and icing charges are 53 cents, pack- 
ing. crating, hauling and loading, 30 
cents, and selling charges, 18 cents, 
making a total of $1.01 per crate, which 
does not include the cost of growing. 
There was a time when 80 cents would 
have covered these charges, but it will 
not do it now. 

With an average of 500 crates to the 
car, it will be seen that the growers 
expense is more than $500 a car, be- 
fore he reaches the consumer. 

“It will be readily apparent that any 
increased charges added to these, will 
put too heavy a burden upon the in- 
dustry,” said Manager B. J. Christian, 
of the fruit exchange, “and that is the 
reason why we propose to fight it to

Augusta, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—-A 
sensational murder trial ended here 
this afternoon when a not guilty ver- 
dict was given on the indictment which 
charged murder against R. Harry Ken- 
nedy for shooting George W. Taylor 
to death in April. Kennedy is the 
brother of Mrs. Walter Kent. In Jan- 
uary he sought Walter E. Kent, the 
woman’s husband, and informed him 
that Taylor and Mrs, Kent were stroll- 
ing on the waterworks reservoir bank. 
Kent proceeded there and shot Taylor, 
wounding him severely. 

At the hospital Mrs. Kent nursed 
Taylor in his fight for life. When 
Taylor recovered he asserted that he 
would “get” Kennedy, according to tes- 
timony at the trial today. Kennedy 
says he armed himself because of Tay- 
lor’s threats. Kennedy approached 
Taylor at Broad and Ninth streets on 
April 7 and emptied his pistol into him, 
killing him instantly.

WONDERS OF SURGERY 


Over $700 Raised to Help 
American Ambulance Corps 
Work in France. 


At a most interesting illustrated 
lecture upon the work of the Amert- 
can ambulance field service in France, 
delivered in the ballroom of the Ans- 
ley hotel last night. John H. McFad- 
den, Jr., treasurer of the organization, 
secured $711 toward the sum of $135.- 


‘1000 which he is raising in America for 


the equipment of another section of 
the gervice in France. Mr. McFadden 
has raised approximately $129,000 of 
the money needed and is endeavoring 
to secure the entire sum before he 
sails for France within the next two 
weeks. 

Mr. “McFadden, with the exception of 


his present visit to America, has been 
in France in the American ambulance 
service ever since the first days of 
the war. 

His description of the work, illus- 
trated by slides and moving pictures, 
was most graphic, and, at times, all 
but unbelievable. He showed piocurse 
of men whose faces had been literally 
halved by shrapnel and other pictures 
of the same men after they had been 
treated by the American ambulance 
service—pictures of men whose noses 
had been shot away and for whom new 
noses had been made to “grow.” It 
Was marvelous the things that surgi- 
cal skill has been able to accomplish 
among the wounded behind the battle 
lines of France. 

ON moving pictures of the war here- 
tofore shown in Atlanta, perhaps, have 
shown go vividly the devastation and 
havoc wrought. The motion pictures 
of the battle of Verdun ehowed the 
mammoth preparations which were 
made by the French to drive the in- 
vader from this vantage point and 
showed also the artillery in action, the 
bursting shells, the men moving in 
the trenches and all but conducted the 
battle under one’s eyes. 

The scenes of the city of Verdun 
showed one vast heap of ruins, while 
the panoramic views of surrounding 
terrain showed oe ag | but barren, 
smoking, shell-pitted hills where be- 
fore had been fields and houses and 
forests.

| Members of the Atlanta Ad Men's 
club have received word from the 
headquarters of the Assocfated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World at Indianap- 
olis that there will be a definite place 
on the program of the annual conven- 
tion of the association in St. Louis, 
, for advertising women, 
or other women directly interested in 
the problem of selling things, and the 
local advertising men have en asked 
to invite business women to attend the 
convention. 

Women attending the annual meet- 
ings of the advertising clubs naturally 
divide themselves into two classes—the 
wives, mothers and daughters of the 
delegates, who attend few of the ses- 
sions and really go for a good time on 
one hand, and the business women, who 
attend ali sessions and none of the day- 
time entertainment features, on éhe 
other. 

Among the other sectional meetings 

at the St. Louis convention will be a 
conference of advertising women, and 
such a meeting during the Philadelphia 
convention of the association a year ago 
was attended by more than 100 women 
who earn their daily bread in the ad- 
vertising profession.

Having read your valuable help to oth- 
ers regarding their cars, I have a prob- 
lem I wish you would give me some 
information on. I have a 1916 Ford 
touring car which has been in use about 
nine months and I have considerable 
trouble with the differential. The 
bronze washer on the right hand side 
will not run but about two months 
before it grinds completely up, thereby 
making a terrible grinding noise and 
ruining ring géar and pinion. I have 
tried new housing and axle on that 
side, also new drive shaft and new 
ring gears and pinions and none seems 
to remedy the trouble. I am inclosing 
self-addressed, stamped envelope for an 
early reply, and you may also publish 
this as an aid to other car owners. 
Thanking you in advance, I -_. - 

As you have apparently tried every- 
thing else, the only thing left seems 
to be the differential case or cage. This 
may be out of true on that side. Try 
installing a new one, inspecting the 
bearings at the same time. If this fails 
a whole new rear axle would seem to 
be the only remedy. 


RESTFUL HINTS. 

Remember that chains are needed in 
summer as well as in winter. A heavy 
rain will soon make the streets and 
roads dangerous. Some people only 
carry one chain, on the right rear 
wheel, away from the curb. Two are 
better, both on the rear wheels, but it 
is best to use four and have one in re- 
serve,

Every ignition wire should have a 
terminal soldered at each end. This in- 
sures a firm contact and prevents wires 
breaking off and so gradually shorten- 
ing. If terminal breaks off be very 
careful in fastening wire, as a single 
strand of wire touching another metal 
part may ground the current, thus pre- 
venting ignition system from working, 
or even ruiniag the storage battery. 


An emefgency trick for olling a 
spring is to go over it with kerosene, 
wipe off the dirt as you do so, and 
guiding the kerosene down the sides so 
it will run in between the leaves. Wipe 
off the surplus. Pour oil over them the 
same way. It is led in by kerosene and 
oils the leaves very effectually. Now 
rock the car or jounce the running board 
and your eprings will be fairly well 
oiled. The best way to oil a spring, 
however, is to remove it and take it 
apart, scraping or filing of all rust 
and nado § both sides with graphite, 
grease or oil. This is troublesome, but 
is the best in the end. 
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When coasting down a iong hill, 
change from one brake to e other to 
allow them to cool. Unfortthately this 
does not cool the brake drums. ‘So use 
the motor as a brake and go down very 
steel hills against compression. Leave 
the gears in the high speed, or, if you 
find that too fast, the second or first 
speed. Stop the ignition and it will 
cool your motor at the same time.

Occasionally the interrupter becomes 
loose, and it is important that the be- 
ginner should learn to setit. This trou- 
ble is shown by the fact that the engine 
will not start when cranked, but gives 
only one or two explosions. Where an 
engine has been running properly, and 
the above trouble suddenly develops, in- 
spect the interrupter immediately.

The au- 
thority for that statement was not 
named, but it is reasonable to assume 
that the statement was practically cor- 
rect. Therefore, Canada’s experience 
in 1916 should answer the question as 
to what effect the war will have on 
the American automobile industry. 

On every’ side we hear reports of 
increased business in Canada during 
the last two years, not only for etrict- 
ly Canadian industries, but for United 
States manufacturers who are -—— ed 
in extensive business in the dominion 

A big roofing contern, a harvester 
company, a varnish making organiza- 
tion, a cream separator company, a 
big gramaphone organization and many 
other varied United States industries 
speak glowingly of increased busi- 
ness ranging from ten to a hundred 


per cent. If that situation has pre- 
vailed in Canada, it should be even 
more applicable to the United States. 

The uropean conflict has proved 
beyond doubt that motor cars, of the 
so-called pleasure car variety as well 
as trucks, are an indispensible element 
in connection with warfare. Today 
thousands of motor cars would be un- 
der process of wring in Europe if 
there were factories there in which 
to build them. The factories and work- 
men, however, are not available. 

In this country we have the factories 
and the men. Although some of our 
automobile plants may be taken over 
entirely by the government for war 
material purposes, there will remain 
scores of others available for auto- 
mobile building and the situation will 
only serve to increase their business. 

fle there may ssibly be a short- 
age in the supply of automobiles, there 
is not likely to exist an over-supply 


of the product and that is really the 
most important danger to fear.

M. lh Wise, local distributor for In-

JOIN AERO SQUAD 


Famous University Wil] 
Furnish Aviation Unit for 
Uncle Sam’s Army—Cur- 
tiss Company to Train Men 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 
The young men of the Yale aviation 
unit, among whom is William J. Con- 
ners, Jr., of this city, are expected here 
this week to begin their course of study 
as air pilots. The Curtiss Aeroplane 
eompany has turned over to the college 
men the use of its flying grounds at 
the foot ef Porter avenue and work 
has begun on a second and larger 
hangar. 

Practical instruction is held up until 
a sufficient number of flying boats are 
ready. Meanwhile, the young men, who 
are qualifying as officers for the avia- 
tion corps being organized by the Unit- 
ed States government, will undertake 
the preliminary work of learning the 
intricacies of engine design and opera- 
tion. Expert pilots, assigned by the 
mavy, will have charge of the training. 

There soon will be constant activity 
im the sky above the lake at the foot 
of Porter avenue and over the new 
intake pier for the rest of the spring 
and during the summer. It is expect- 
ed that after the Yale men have quali- 
fied and earned their pilots’ licenses, 
the aviation units from other colleges 
will be sent to the Buffalo school. 

Clarence W. Webster, of the Curtiss 
company, returned from New York yes- 
terday to take up the organization of 
the army flying school on the Niagara 
Falis boulevard. Machines for instruc- 
tion purposes are being prepared. Ex- 
pert pilots are being called here from 
the numerous Curtiss stations. Some 
ef the men have seen service above 
the trenches on the western and the 
eastern fighting fronts in Europe. Oth- 
ers are instructors in the army and still 
others are attached to the Curtiss 
schools. 

Government Needs Trained Men. 

“There will be more flying over Buf- 
falo and its suburbs during the next 
few months than anyone in Buffalo 
ever thought possible,” Mr. Webster 
said yesterday. “The army and the navy 
need immediately the services of all 
the pilots who can be trained. 

“As soon as we get the machines as- 
sembled, we hope to be able to train 100 
recruits at a time at the boulevard 
field. The course will be rushed as fast 
as practicable; all the flying hours of 
the day will be used to train these men 
in the use of the controls, the engine, 
and to fit them for the aerial recon- 
naissance work that becomes theirs in 
active service. The army will have 
the advantage in this training of the 
experience of men who actually have 
geen and participated in aerial combat 
in the war.” 

6,000 Applicants. 

The army and the navy departments 
at Washington have now the applica- 
tions of more than 6,000 young men 
anxious to join the aviation service. 

, Nearly all of them want to be pilots. 
All the available training grounds in 
the country will be used for instruction 
purposes. The machines for this work 
are different in some mechanical and 
contro] features from the machines ac- 
tually used for warfare. The best pilot 


ie made from the average intelligent 
youth between 18 and 23 years of age. 

No less important to the flying forces 
of the nation are the mechanics and re- 
pair and supply men. These are being 
recruited from among the engine test- 
ers and the mechanicians of the auto- 
mobile*racing drivers of the country. 
They do not fly, except as observers or 
passengers. It is their task to repair 
engine trouble, test the wires and 
struts, fill the soline and oil tanks, 
a work to which they long have been 
accustomed in automobile manufactur- 
' ing and in speedway racing at the pits.

FRENGH ARE DYING 
T0 DELIVER WORLD 


Premier Ribot Tells Interna- 
tional Congress—War Nears 
Its Denouement. 


Paris, May 5.—Alexander Ribot, the 
French premier, in addressing today 
representatives of the British, French 
and Italian parliaments attending an 
international congress here, referred to 
the significance of the gathering of del- 
egates from countries representing lib- 
eral ideas and expressed the hope that 
the United States, Russia and other 
entente allies would soon join in the 
manifestations of allied solidarity. Re- 
ferring to the status of the war today 
he said: 

“While the war is unfinished, it is 
approaching its denouement. The ene- 
my still is struggling desperately, but 
we can feel his gradual exhaustion and 
discouragement. A calm examination 
of the military situation shows what 
a great change to our advantage has 
been wrought within a year. Then we 
were meeting the German offensive by 
the valor of our forces at Verdun. 

“Now it is no longer they, but we 
who are attacking. We are forcing the 
enemy to recoil. They boast of a stra- 
tegic retreat, but if they were not force 
ed to recoil, why did they abandon 
their former entrenchments? This fa- 
mous Hindenburg line—has it not al- 
ready been broken at one point, com- 
pelling a hasty formation of new lines 
of defense? 

“We press them at the same time as 
do our valiant British allies. They are 
forced to brin up all their reserves 
against us, and all their heavy artil- 
lery, but despite their efforts, they are 
forced to yield steadily before us. 

“More than 40,000 prisoners and 500 
cannon taken in the last few weeks at- 
test the magnitude of our success and 
the extent of the enemy’s defeat. We 
shall soon see the same unity of ac- 
tion on other fronts and the same suc- 
cess owing to the tenacity and valor 
of the united allies along all the 
fronts. 

“The entrance of the United States 
into the war confirms our certainty of 
final victory. Germany feels it and 
that is why she ene me her maneu- 
vers to obtain immediate peace. Cer- 
tainly we wish peace as much as" any 
one, but we do not want a peace which 
leaves us the same problems that 
brought on this war and which this 
war should forever settle. We have 
accepted so many sacrifices in order 
that our children may not have to be- 

in the same struggle again tomorrow. 
f so many of our children have fallen, 
it is for the deliverance of the world. 

“Certainly we have no thought of 
oppressing any péople or a nationality, 
even that of our enemies of today. But 
can we be blamed for wishing to de- 
stroy that oppression which has weigh- 
ed so long upon the world and for wish- 
ing also guarantees with restitution?’

AVALANCHE OF FIRE 
FALLS 10 STOP FRENCH 


Germans Are Driven From 
Strong Heights by Gen. 
Nivelle’s Troops. 


(From a Staff Corresponfent of Assoc, Presa.) 

Great Headquarters of the French 
Armies in France, May 5.—While the 
French troops with impetuous dash 
were snatching from the Germans the 
veritable hornet’s nest, Craonne, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
watched another battle, the outcome of 
which was not less brilliantly success- 
ful for the French, along a 3-mile 
front farther to the southeast. The 
French attack, which wag preceded 
by an efficacious destructive artillery 
bombardment, stretched from the 
neighborhood of Sapigneul, south of 
Berry-au-Bac, almost to Loivre, north- 
west of Rheims. 

The Genmans put their whole avail- 
able strength into the effort to hold 
three heights which were the objective 
of the French attack. They employed 
five divisions and the reply of their 
guns to the French artillery was the 
most terrific the correspondent had 
seen for a long time. But the obsti- 
nate resistance did not avail to pre- 
vent the French advance, which car- 
ried everything it set out to do. The 
result of the action is a menace to 
Brimont, which is still in German 
hands and from which they bombard 
Rheims. 

At the end of the day more than 600 
prisoners had come in from this short 
sector alone. The fighting .here dif- 
fered entirely from that around Cra- 
onne, as the French were obliged to 
advance across an open plain afford- 
ing little cover. 

en the French  Ieft the front 
trenches for the attack they were met 
by an avalanche-like curtain of fire, 
in which could be distinguished many 
gas shells. Here and ere momen- 
tarily their forward move almost im- 
perceptibly hesitated and then went 
steadily on ay until the blue in- 
fantry waves in wide open formation 
reached their goals. Several narrow 
coppices, which had to be passed on 
the way to the heights, were the scenes 
of the fiercest encounters, the French 
going through a hail of shrapnel and 
high explosives, and they were fre- 
quently compelled to use hand gre- 
nades in order to dislodge the enemy. 
The prisoners were swept up in pack- 
ets and in some cases suffered from 
the German shell fire as they marched 
towards the French rear. 

The full details of the of 
Craonne are yet lacking, but the value 
of its capture is highly appreciated. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
witnessed the recent fighting there 
and can testify to the formidable na- 
ture of the position, which dominated 
a considerable part of the French line 
and held up the advance to an enor- 
mous extent. Everywhere the 
about is perforated with natu grot- 
toes and, where these did not exist, 
deep caverns had been excavated.

Suez, March 20.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The passage of

“Advertising as a Business Force,” 
tells interestingly how one man, with 
the help of advertising, actually creat- 
ed a market and founded what is now 
@ very profitable industry. 

Saquab raising as a serious industry 
in the United States is sixteen years 
old. “Squab” is a word of Swedish 
origin signifying ‘fat’ and has come to 
be the accepted name for pigeon nest- 
lings four weeke old, which have grown

As a matter of fact, 
nearly every dealer handling squabs 
could sell more than he could get 
that is not our story 
terested in is the fact that this whole 
industry has grown out of a skilful use 
of one-inch advertising space. 

In 1900, Elmer C. Rice, a 
institute graduate and making | 
home in Boston, decided to get into 
some business which would take him 
out of doors and give him some reason- 
abie ground to hope for some ultimate 
independence. By chance he saw some 
squabs and at once was fired with the 
idea of the squab business. He reached 
the decision to go ahead after an ex- 
amination of the possibilities of the 
business, both from a production stand- 
point and from the standpint of the 
market for these birds. He found that 
squab raising was a comparatively easy 
task well adapted to introduction into 
every part of the United State and that 
the demand for squabs was almost un- 
“limited, and capable of very great nat- 
ural growth. | 

Mr. Rice decided that his place in 
this potential industry was to be that 
of provider of breeding stock and sup- 
plies. Accordingly, he imported Bel- 
gian pigeon seed stock which he be- 
lieved to be particularly well adapted 
to American conditions, large Homers 
to produce squabs weighing from eight 
to welve pounds to the dozen at four 
weeks of age, and later large Carneaux 
to produce =  squabs weighing from 
eleven to fourteen pounds per dozen. 

The Plymouth Rock Squab company 
was the organization formed to carry 
on the work. Its problem was not 80 
much the selling of squab breeders’ 
supplies as the development of the 
squab business. It would be a simple 
matter to wet squab breeders to patron- 
ize the wale supply house in the coun- 
try, if there were any squab breeders. 
So the first thing to do was to create 
a market for squab breeders’ supplies 
by making squab breeders out of sub- 
urbanites or anybody else who had a 
chance to succeed in this new industry. 

The advertising pian which has been 
followed from the beginning is in three 
steps. A small advertisement starts the 
process. A suburbanite or anybody with 
an unused back yard reads the one-inch 
ecard in his Sunday paper, and learns 
that somebody is selling for $6 a dozen 
squabs raised in a back yard like his, 
and that he can get a book telling all 
about it free. The free book shows him 
how it is if you follow the instructions 
to be found in a 400-page book which 
is worth paying a dollar for. And the 
dollar book makes him want to try 
squab raising. There are some valuable 
suggestions in the details of each of 
these steps as they have been worked 
out. 

A one-inch card was the beginning 
of the whole squab business. This was 
first insefted in 1900 in The Saturday 
Bvening Post, in The Farm Journal and 
in one of the Sunday supplements of 
metropolitan papers. This small card 
contained two of the three essentials 
of practically all the advertising which 
has been done since that time. First of 
all, it offered free of charge a book 
on the squab business. Second, it made 
brief statements calculated to arouse 
interest. The third feature of all the 
more recent advertising of the concern 
was obviously not included, that feature 
being a summary of the actual experi- 
ences of raisers of squabs. The burden 
of the entire appeal, however, was: 
Here is a new business in which any- 
body who is careful can succeed. We 
will send you a free book about it if 
you will ask us for it. 

Various forms and sizes of copy have 
been tried, from time to time, but this 
type always brings in the most busi- 
ness. This small card with these three 
a oy never loses its power. 

ery early in his experience Mr. Rice 
learned that the pulling power of the 
small card could be very much en- 
hanced or almost destroyed by the 
placing of it on the publication's page. 
In the case of one or two publications 
which intrinsically had everything to 
recommend them, experience soon 
showed that the card was made almost 
without value because it was used as 
a filler and was not properly grouped 
with other small or kindred advertis- 
ing. Publications which were really 
less valuable, on the other hand. have 
proved to be splendid pullers, because 
the publishers took pains properly to 
group the squab card with poultry ad- 
vertising or with other smal! advertis- 
ing. And so Mr. Rice sends with his 
copy his famous little set of instruc- 
tions about how a small advertisement 
should be treated. The closing para- 
graph of Mr. Rice's instructions to pub- 
shers is as follows: “I have preached 
this gospel for fourteen years and paid 
to find out its truth. For example, a 
small advertisement used as a filler at 
the bottom or middle or even top of a 
column holding a 100-line corset or 
breakfast-food or what-not advertise- 
ment brings about one-third the num- 
ber of letters as the same advertise- 
ment grouped in the same periodical 
with others of the same size. Positions 
at top of column or next reading are 
comparatively of no extra value what- 
ever. The big thing to do is to classify 
and group.” 

The whole immediate purpose of 
these small cards is to get the adver- 
tiser to write for a free book about 
squab raising. . This free book has 
grown up through a score of revisions 
Into a work of art as an interest get- 
ter. It is attractive in appearance and 
comes at once to the point, stopping for 
nothing except pigeon raising. The 
outside cover is illustrated with

In recent years this cost has risen con- 
siderably until now it runs from 15 
eents in the winter to perhaps as high 
as 25 cents in the summer when the 
prospective squab raiser, presumably, 
has less time for reading and inquiry- 
writing. For a time, the manual, in 
smaller form than that in which it is 
issued now, was published at the price 
of 50 cents, and at that time a record 
covering a series of months showed 
that one in four of these inquirers could 
be eounted on to buy the book. Since 
the price has been raised to a dollar 
this percentage has dropped somewhat. 

(Up to the present it has never been 
found necessary to work out any sys- 
tem of follow-up letters to go beyond 


‘the work accomplished by the manual. 


It thus appears that an advertising 
system made up first of small display 
cards, second, of a free booklet, and 
third, of the squab manual, has been 
made to bring customers to the house, 
not by stimulating any particular con- 
sumers’ desire for the products of the 
concern, but by encouraging prospec- 
tive customers to undertake an abso- 
lutely new line of production. This 
course leads to a much more intimate 
sense of relationship between the 
company and its customers than would 
be expected as the result of an ordi- 
nary sales transaction, and this feel- 
ing is made the most of by the com- 
pany and is the basis of much of its 
success. 

To sum up the results secured by 
this system of advertising, we find that 
the business of the company has grown 
from absolutely nothing until now it 
requires a plant capable of shipping up 
to 100,000 pigeons a year. A total of 
more than 1,000,000 birds has actually 
been shipped. These have gone to 
every single county in’ the United 
States, to every province in Canada, 
and shipments have been made to 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaiian Islands, 
Canal Zone, South America and Alaska, 
and one shipment is recorded of birds 
successfully sent to Ceylon. The 
growth of the business has been due, 
of course, in part to the fact that the 
demand for squabs for eating has in- 
creased steadily year after year, but 
it is a singular fact that this adver- 
tising which. has been directed at 
squab growing has also had a demon- 
strable effect on the amount of squab 
consumption and on the demand for 
squabs which has grown out of it. The 
indications are that, while the busi- 
ness has grown so phenomenally, and 
while there has developed a very sub- 
stantial body of competition in the 
pigeon and supply business, the squab 
industry in the United States is not 
yet more than fairly launched. And 
this new industry, no matter how im- 
portant it may become, may always be 
regarded as the child of one-inch ad- 
vertising space. 


Swat the Roosters. 


The farmers of the United States lose 
each year large sums because of im- 
proper methods of producing and 
handling eggs. One-third at least of 
this loss is easily preventable. It is 
due to the partial hatching of fertile 
eggs. 
The eggs laid by a hen may be either 
fertile or ipfertile, depending on 
whether or not the male bird has been 
allowed to run with the female. A 
fertile egg is one in which the germ 
has been fertilized by the male bird. 
Except for this process of fertiliza- 
tion, the male bird has no influence 


upon the egg which the hens lay. Ege | 
flocks 


production is equally great in 
from which roosters are excluded. 

A fertile egg does not Keep as well 
as an infertile one, because the ferti- 
lized germ responds more rapidly to 
high temperatures than the unfertilized 
one. It is impossible to hatch an in- 
fertile egg or to cause a blood ring to 
form in one. Such eggs are much more 
likely to reach the table in good con- 
dition and there is much less spoilage 
in shipments composed entirely of them 
than in mixed shipments of fertile and 
infertile eggs. 

After the hatching season, therefore, 
the male birds should be cooked, sold, 
or confined. In approximately fourteen 
days after this all the eggs laid by the 
hens will be infertile. hese can be 
marked much more successfully under 
the adverse conditions that frequently 
prevail in the hot summer months. 

Heat ie the great enemy of eggs, both 
fertile and infertile. Farmers are urged 
to follow these simple rules, which 
cost nothing but time and thought and 
will add dollars to the poultry yard 
returns: 

1. Keep the -nests clean, provide one 
nest for every four hens. 

2. Gather the eggs twice daily. 

3. Keep’ the eggs in a cool, dry room 
or cellar.

5. Sell, kill, or confine all male birds 
as soon as the hatching season is over.

It Pays to Take Care of Poultry 


Mrs. L. lives on a 60-acre rice farm 
in Jefferson Davis parish, Louisiana, 
and is engaged in poultry raising. She 
takes better care of her chickens than 
is customary on the average farm and 
the records she — prove that the 
extra care pays well. 

It is generally known that any flock 
that paye a profit .during the winter 
months will also pay a good annual 
profit. During the five winter months 
—October to Fébruary, inclusive—had 
an average of 146 hens which laid a 
total of 6,042 egxs during that time, or 
an average of 42 eggs each. From this 
flock she sold eggs and chickens to 
the value of $211.94... This included a 
few day-old chicks hatched from her 
own eggs. Her bill for feed and sup? 
plies for the five months’ period was 
$55.14. No charge was made for the 
waste products the fowls picked up 
from the farm, as this would have been 
a total loss otherwise. o record was 
kept of the number or value of the 
eggs and chickens consumed at home. 
Taking only the value of the eggs and 
chickens sold and deducting the entire 
cost of feed and supplies we find that 
Mrs. L. made a net proit of $156.80 for 
the five months’ work, 

Does it pay? We think it does. The 
gain was over a dollar a day clear 
profit, all the chickens and eggs con- 
sumed at home by a family of five, and

from being directly on the ground, 
and a large roomy coc should be 

laced over the nest to keep the hen 
rom being disturbed. WPen a number 
of hens are to be set, a long row of 
nests can easily be e on the ground, 
separating them with board partitions. 
I his is done care must be ken to 
see that when the hens come off the 
nests each returns to the right one in- 
stead of crowding into a nest with an- 
gs 
to become chilled. ith only a few 
hens it is better to set them some 
distance apart, as they will then re- 
quire less attention. 

When a hen becomes brood and 
shows that she is in earnest Dy re- 
maining on her nest for two or three 
nights, she may safely be trusted with 
the ecEs. provided she is allowed to 
sit in that nest. If:she is to be set 
in another nest, as is usvally the case, 
then ehe should be removed to the 
new nest, preferably after dark, given 
a few nest eggs, and shut in to prevent 
her from returning to the old one. If 
she sits quietly on the nest eggs she 
should’ be taken off on the evening 
of the following day and the ges to 
be incubated as in the nes On 
being freed, she will probably return 
to her old nest; if so, she should be 
carried back and set quietly on the 
eggs, when she will immediately feel 
them beneath her and séttle down to 
eover them. She should be handled in 
this manner until on being let off she 
returns to the new nest rather than 
to the old one. It sometimes takes 
but two or three days, and seldom 
more than a week, to break a hen from 
returning to her old nest. Turkey hens 
do not ordinarily come off for feed 
and water more than once every 2 or 
3 days, but when confined they should 
be given an_ opportunity to come off 
every day. Occasionally a turkey hen 
does not come off at all, and in such 
case she should be taken off once a 
day. as otherwise she will die on the 
nest. 

On coming off her nest the first 
thing a turkey hen does is to stretch 
her win step gingerly for a few 
steps, and then she often takes a run- 
ning start and flies for a short dis- 
tance. Exercise of this sort helps 
greatl a sitting hen in good 
condition, and or this reason it is not 
well to confine her to a small cpace. 
A dust bath is greatly enjoyed by sit- 
ting hens and helps to keep them free 
from vermin. ole corn is a 
feed, and fresh water and grit should 
always be accessible. 

Lice are a great anpoyance to sit- 
ting hens and are one of the worst 
enemies of young ults. To prevent 
their eating o foothold, the hen should 
be dusted thoroughly with some good 
lice powder before she is 
nest, and n nets the hen and nest 
should be similarly treated on a 
week for the first three weeks of the 
incubation period.

The average number of poults raised 
under ordinary conditions is about. 6

Of the several materials that have 
proved effective, one of the so-called 
wood-preservers, consisting of certain 
coaltar products, known as anthracene 
oil, with zinc chlorid added, has given 
particularly good results. Its repelling 
power lasts for months. The .cost is 
about $1 a gallon, but twice the quan- 
tity may be obtained by reducing with 
equal parts of kerosene. 

Crude petroleum is almost as ef- 
fective, retains its killing power for 
several weeks, and in most localities 
is very cheap. It will spray better if 
thinned with one part of kerosene to 
four parts of crude oil. ; 

Both of these materials often contain 
foreign particles which should be 


‘strained out before spraying is begun. 


It has been found that one thorough 


‘application of either of these materials 


will completely eradicate the mites 
from an infested chicken house, but 
ordinarily it is advisable to make a 
second application a month after the 
first, and in some cases a third treat- 
ment is required. These subsequent 
applications may be made with a brush, 
using the materials pure and covering 
only the roosts, their supports, the 
walls adjoining and the nests if they 
are infested. This method of applica- 
tion is effective for the first treatment 
also if the houses are not heavily in- 
fested. Poultry should be kept out of 
the treated ‘buildings until the ma- 
terial is well dried into the wood. 
Used as a dip, crude petroleum will 
also destroy the small mite which 
causes ecaly leg. .In dipping for this 
mite the solution should not be al- 
lowed to reach the flesh above the in- 
festation, or to get on the feathers. 
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Making Pork on Pasture. 


Much is being said now about the 
south being an ideal livestock country 
on account of its mild climate and long 
pasturing season. While all this is 
very true, one of the faults we might 
pick in it in the past is that though 
we had a long pasturing season, we 
had comparatively little pasture. In 
sections where there are bottoms or 
wild lands and no stock laws, it has 
long been the custom to turn out hogs 
that were marked or ear-clipped for 
identification, and in the fall to go into 
the bottoms and kill the said marked 
pig or another to get a supply of meat. 

Pork raised in this manner was con- 
sidered so cheaply raised that no one 
took any interest in attempting to 
raise stock by petter methods. The 
work of the Boys’ Pig clubs has no 
doubt been an important factor in lead- 
ing us to adopt better types of hogs 
and to provide feed for them near 
home so that hey would not need to 
run themselves lean to get enough 
food on which to survive. Since the 
boys who entered these contests, in 
most states at least, were compelled 
to have pure-bred hogs, the latter were 
quite widely distributed and _ their 
merits soon became recognized. 

The next step was to provide feed, 
or rather the accompanying step since 
the two must go together in the de- 
velopment of our live stock yy erhanrneah f 
We have often insisted tnat there is 
no success to be had where the feed 
is not for the most part grown on the 
home farm. From the reports made 
by the members of these clubs in the 
south and from the reports also of 
various experiment stations and of in- 
dividuals, we have learned that. the 
south can make pork more cheaply than 
other regions, but that it is necessary 
to provide pasturage in such amount 
that most of the growth of the animals 
is made by pasturing rather than by 
feeding. Even in the corn states, they 
are coming to recognize the advan- 
tage of the system and the “hogging 
off of corn” rather than the gathering 
and feeding of the crop is 0»be- 
coming more and more common. 

There are some items of expense con- 
nected with the method principally in 
the fencing of lots, but as we still 
have the advantage over the people 
in the corn states in that we need no 
expensive houses, we should be willing 
to expend what is needed in order to 
have our feedlots properly divided and 
fenced. In the making of cheap pork 
both permanent and temporary pas- 
tures are needed. In some schemes of 
pasturing as many as ten to twelve 
different lots are demanded, but as 
the cost of fencing is increased by the 
multiplicity of lots, we should try some 
scheme at first at least that requires 
fewer lots. 

Location and Division of Lots. 

The amount of fencing for lots is 
less, the more nearly in a circle the 
desired area lies, but for convenience 
in fencing and in cultivation. we usu- 
ally adopt the square field as a com- 
promise between the long narrow and 
circular.forms. In order, then, to run 
our fences in straight lines and to 
avoid being compelled to follow con- 
tour lines, the most desirable location 
would be one that was level or s0 
nearly so that the washing of the 
land even, though cultivated “by the 
compass” could be easily controlled. 
Then, if possible, this field should He 
close to a timbered lot in which the 
— could get both shade and water— 
otherwise these “modern improve- 
ments” of the hog lots must. be pro- 
vided at our expense. For pérmanent 
pasture, one lot should be in Bermuda 
and burr clover for both summer and 
winter pasture and a semi-permanent 

asture in the form of an alfhifa field

no fear of our stock suffering at times 
for want of feed, nor will we be com-

Alton M. Worden, of Alta- 
mont Range Farm, Gives 
Practical.

» In a recent interview Mr. A. M. Wor-

1. The course will cover a period of ten 
weeks and will include two lectures and 
three mornings of field work a week. The 
field work will be in charge of a director, 
who will assign to each member of the 
class training under an experienced social 
worker. This will include visiting in the 
homes of people in distress and of their 
relatives and friends, the making and use 
of records, visits to Atlanta institutions, 
hospitals, clinics, schools, etc. 

2. All applicants for registration must 
tign the following pledge: 

Piedge—'‘'I hereby agree, unless prevented 
by some unforeseen and serious contingency, 
to attend ali lectures and faithfully com- 
plete all reading and field work required by 
the Emergency Social Service Course.

Mrs. Porter King reported a great 
need for worthy sewing women to make 
army supplies. Application for this 
iWork should be made at the recrtiting

extra’time wll be given. 

Another demonstration of the confi- 
‘dence of the Baptist Sunday School 
board in the great usefulness of the 
Louisville Training School for Young 
Women was made known—the uncondi- 
tional gift of $10,000 to the enlargement 
fund. This makes a total of $40,587 given 
the training school by this ard. 

A most interesting feature of the 
meeting was the annual report for the 
Southern Baptist convention, showing 
some very gratifying results of the 
year’s work. 

Three hundred forty-five new organi- 
zations were formed during the past 
year, 235 of these being for young peo- 
ple’s work and 107 women's societies. 

Six hundred thirty-eight women were 
lrecorded as following the’ plan of tith- 
ing. This being an increase of 171 
over last year. 

The seasons of prayer for home and 
foreign missions were each observed by 
almost four hundred societies in the 
state. 

Interest in the study of mission fields 
was greatly aeaning one during the year, 
691 classes having been held.

MACON-ATLANTA HIGHWAY. 


There is not a more important stretch 
of highway in the state than that between 
Atianta and Macon; and it is doubtful if 


there is another road of corresponding im- 
portance in the United States that is in a 
worse condition during a large part of the 
year. 

This svan of highway—about 100 miles 
long—is the funnel-neck through which 
passes most of the vehicle traffic north and 
south through Georgia. It connets the 
capital city and metropolis of Georgia ci- 
rectly with the third largest city of the 
state, Macon; and is part of the trunk 
highway to the second Jargest city, Savan- 
bpan—with connecting roads to all parts of 
the state. 

Not only that, but all of the south 
Georgia and Florida overland traffic with 
the northern states pours into the funnel 
at Macon; and al! of that between Atlanta 
and the Great Lakes southward bound pours 
into it at Atlanta. The vehicular traffic 
from a radius of several hundred miles 
north of us converges into the Atlanta-to 
Macon stretch of the Dixie highway—that 
is, when this stretch of the highway happens 
to be traversible! 

However, as Ned Mcintosh points out in 
his article elsewhere in this issue, during 
the last winter the great majority of auto 
mobiles northward or southward bound 
negotiated the distance between these two 
important points by rail because of the im- 
passable condition of the road! 

Then the owners of those automobiles 
tell their friends about their experience, and 
Georgia gets the advertising—such as it 
must be! 

Chairman Davidson, of the state highway 
commission, expects that early in June the 
commission will have approximately $180,- 
000 available for use on Georgia highways— 
$80,000 from the federal government and a 
like amount from the counties between At- 
lanta and Macon. 

The commission will have a splendid op- 
portunity to make a name for itself in the 
manner in which it expends this money. 

If it loses no time, but gets right down 
to business and puts this Macon-Atlanta 
funnel-neck highway in creditable, service- 
able condition, it will be entitled to—and 
doubtless will receive—the warm approval 
of the state, and of every non-resident 
tourist whose pursuit of business or pleas- 
ure requires him to make overland trips 
through Georgia. 


FOR PUBLIC PROTECTION. 


Recurrence, with lamentable frequency, 
of accidents incident to traffic upon our 
public thoroughfares, rural and urban, prove 
our existing regulatory machinery inade- 
quate to guarantee the public that degree of 
safety to which it is entitled. 

Practically every accident of this char- 
acter echoed back to the public from the 
hospital or the police court—often both— 
involves violation of the traffic laws by a 
driver of an automobile. 

Usually such driver is found guilty and 


fined. The records show few acquittals, al- 


though in many of the cases, of course, the 
blame should rest in part upon the victim. 
But as a general rule he is either in the hos- 
pital or the morgue at the time of trial, and 
in either event courts are not prone to weigh 
heavily his derelictions in the case at bar. 
More often, though, the victim was not 
at fault, but was driving or standing or walk- 
ing within his rights; and in the general run 
of cases the culprit pays the hospital bill and 


: the fine and considers the score settled. 
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the license of any automobile owner who, 
for the third time, breaks the law in operat- 
ing his automobile! 

Under the legal principle that a proprie- 
tor is responsible for the acts of his agent, 
that law would apply, of course, to violations 
by a hired chauffeur. 

Means could easily be provided to pre- 
vent injustice through enforcement of such 
a law upon conviction for purely technical 
offense or violations of unusual or unrea- 
sonable local regulations, and yet leave no 
loopholes in the law per se. 

That may seem drastic legislation, but 
since fines imposed upon the rich and jail 
service by the irresponsible have proven in- 
effectual to stop the deplorable abuse of the 
freedom of the highway, it is about time that 
some provision be made that will. 

Also, that the law-abiding owners of auto- 
mobiles are not afraid of such legislation is 
shown by the fact that the Ohio law— 
before it became a law—was approved by 
the various automobile clubs, the manufac- 
turers of and dealers in automobiles, and 
the great majority of the automobilists of 
the state. 

Competent and careful automobilists and 
chauffeurs of Georgia, it is safe to Say, 
would likewise indorse such a law, and give 
every possible assistance to its enforce- 
ment; because they are injured, perhaps, 
more than the rest of the public by the per- 
formances of lawless drivers. 

No law-observant man is injured by law; 
and the law cannot be made too drastic in 
its application to the other kind of man. 


THE THINGS THAT COUNT. 


This war is not going to be won by our 
deluding ourselves with the idea that “Ger- 
many is on her last legs’—an expression 
which has been heard on the street at inter- 
mittent intervals ever since the torpedoing 
of the Lusitania. It will never be won by 
our figuratively burying our heads in the 
sand and feeling secure in the pretense that 
we see the enemy’s finish six weeks or three 
months ahead. 

Headlines will never win the war—head- 
lines telling us that Germany lost 10,000 
prisoners yesterday; that German corpses 
litter the landscape, that allies’ aircraft 
brought down fourteen enemy planes; that 
German revolt is spreading; that rumors 
have it Austria is seeking separate peace, 
etc. The war is not going.to be won by 
censored news reports of an occasional 
U-boat’s having been sunk, nor by patriotic 
rallies and the singing of the “Star Spangled 
‘'Banner.” 

We would gain nothing, it is true, by 
over-pessimism—by looking across the sea 
through blue goggles—nor, on the other 
hand, will it profit us to be ultra-sanguine. 
Men, food, guns, ships are going to decide 
the future of this war, and nothing else will. 
Certainly over-confidence never will; nor 
will extravagant reports of enemy reverses, 
with silence regarding our own. 

We've got to reckon with actual condi- 
tions, and subordinate our optimistic theo- 
rizing to the status of a mild stimulant. 

The conditions, as they can be judged by 
the best light available, are that unless we 
double our normal food exportation, France, 
England and Italy are going to be hard 
pressed for something to eat by next Octo 
ber; that the German submarine campaign 
is succeeding up to more than 50 per cent 
of its original expectations; that ship ton- 
nage is being destroyed at a greater rate 
than it is being set afloat, and it will be 
several months before our own extraordi- 
nary ship-building campaign can be made 
effective in supplanting the wastage; that 
German losses in men on the western front 
are tremendous, but what those of the allies 
are we do not know; that there must be 
fighting going on on the eastern front, but 
of its nature we know little; something 
must be doing in Asia Minor, but we hear 
little of it. 

Writers are telling us that the Germans 
cannot last six months—but we've been 
hearing that for two years. 

Let us have the facts, whether they are 
pleasant or otherwise. Unhappy news—if it 
is the truth—cannot possibly do as much 
harm by encouraging our enemy to fight on 
as it will do good by awakening in us the 
fullest appreciation of the danger that con: 
fronts us. 

We might as well look the matter square- 
ly in the face, make our preparations on the 
theory that Germany is in no immediate dan- 
ger of collapse, and that for a long time the 
central powers will be fighting on as now, 
grimly determined. Nothing is to be gained 
by underestimating the strength and vitality 
of the enemy, nor in allowing our enthusi- 
asm over the allies’ successes on the west- 
ern front to limit our perspective to those 
immediate details and the western front 
alone. 

We are in a real war—there’s no question 
about it. Germany is not yet whipped by a 
long shot. Nor will Germany ever be con- 
quered until something more is done than 
has been done. For our recruits to enlist 
with the mistaken idea that they are going 
on a holiday, with little likelihood of its 
leading them to Europe, is folly. 

Of course, we hope—perhaps, think—the 
war will be over before any of our soldiers 
are in condition to send abroad; but what 
we may hope or think will have little bear- 
ing upon actual! conditions, whatever those 
conditions may be. 

But the sooner we get out of our heads 
any idea that our war is a farce comedy and 
not a real war—a war to the death—the 
better off we shall be. 

It is very probable that before it is over 
we shall suffer some bitter and costly de 


lick count; to be confident—as we well may. 
be—but take the bull by the horns in the 
fullest appreciation of his strength and his 
own desperate determination to win. 


ping ourselves on the chest are all right in 
their way, but they will not get us to Berlin. 
Sober determination, common sense, and 
efficient, united, enlightened preparation and 
action are the things that count most now. 


EMANCIPATING THE INDIAN. 


Cato Sells, commisisoner of Indian af- 
fairs, has issued a declaration of policy in 
the administration of Indian affairs in the 
United States which has been characterized 
by the more enlightened members of the 
race as “the emancipation proclamation for 
the Indian.” 

And that in substance is what it is, be- 
cause the crux of the paper is that hence- 
forth the federal government -shall relin- 
quish its guardinship over every Indian the 
moment he proves himself competent to 
manage his own affairs and assume the-re- 
sponsibilities of free-born American citizen- 
ship. 

In other words, the American govern- 
ment henceforth is going to recognize 
American Indians as men and women, and 
not essentially as subordinate beings and 
dependent wards regardless of their intel- 
lectual and moral attainments. 

Says the declaration: 


The time has come for discontinuing 
guardianship of all competent § Indians 
and giving even closer attention to the 
incompetent that they may more speedi- 
ly achieve competency. 

Then Commissioner Sells goes on to de- 
clare that henceforth— 

Every Indian, as soon as he has been 
determined as competent to transact his 
own business as the average white man, 
shall be given full control of his property 
and have al! his lands and moneys turned 
over to him, after which he will no long- 
er be a ward of the government. 

What this new departure really means 
is set forth by the commissioner in the fol- 
lowing terse language: . 

It means the dawn of a new era in In- 
dian administration. It means that the 
competent Indian will no longer be treat- 
ed as half ward and half citizen. It 
means reduced appropriations by the 
government and more self-respect and in- 
dependence for the Indian. It means the 
ultimate absorption of the Indian race 
into the body politic of the nation. It 
means, in short, the beginning of the end 
of the Indian problem. 

Poor Lo never has had a chance to hold 
his head up since he was conquered by the 
white man’s bullets and cannon balls. 

By instinct proud, he has been humili- 
ated by the white man’s might, degraded 
by the white man’s “fire water” and made 
helpless prey to the white man’s vices and 
diseases. He has been dependent because 
restraint and compulsion has made him so. 

Buffeted and jostled from pillar to post, 
crowded farther and farther westward and 
banished to a few semi-barren reservations 
here and there—selected in most instances 
because of their unproductibility and their 
inadaptability to the needs of the white 
man—he has been unhappy, resentful and 
bellicose in spirit, but never permitted to 
lose sight of his physical inability to remedy 
matters. 

But four years ago, when the present 
administration came into power, reforms 
were set afoot in the Indian bureau, and the 
Indian was given hope. 

Less than three years of experimentation 
and practice under the direction of Cato 
Sells saw the Indians changed from a “van- 
ishing race” to an ascendant people. In 
other words, for the first time in their his- 
tory under civilization’s control, the death 
rate fell below the birth rate—as it is today. 
They have been taught sanitation and health 
laws; they have been taught how to farm, 
how to raise stock, and how to make them- 
selves efficient in a great many ways. And 
now they are to be rewarded by recognition 
as real entities in the body politic of the 
land. 

Of course, for many years there have 
been Indian schools—and the Indian chil- 
dren have been given some degree of edu- 
cation. And they have responded well, con- 
sidering the chance they have had. For 
thirty-eight years the famous Carlisle In- 
dian school has been educating red men’s 
sons and daughters and fitting them for cit- 
izenship—and it has been turning. out apn- 
nually a fine class of graduates. Many of 
these have gone back west and become suc- 
cessful stockmen, farmers and business 
men and women; some lawyers and doctors. 
But their own farm hands or sheep herders 
may be American citizens and voters, while 
the Indian farmer or stock-grower whose 
ability and industry enables him to hire 
white laborers is a “ward of the govern- 
ment,” and denied the privileges accorded 
to those whom he employs. 

Mr. Sells says it is going to be different 
in the future. His declaration is important, 
because it contemplates, not the vanishing 
of the Indian race, but the disappearance of 
the Indian as a special problem; and every 
indorser of the principle of the square deal 
will commend his course.

Going Away for Health. 


A hundred years ago or more, people 
living along the Atlantic coast, were sent 
to the Alleghenies for their health. As pop- 
ulation increased slowly westward invalids 
were advised to visit the pine woods of 
Michigan, then later Minnesota, and later 
still, the Rocky mountain region became thé 
mecca for health seekers. But population 
kept following along, and the doctors finally 
had to ship invalids clear to the Pacific 
coast in quest of the proper climate. Popu- 
lation, however, chased the poor invalids 
even there, and for a while the doctors were 
nonplused. Leave it to the doctors. They 


picked out a few isolated spots in the far 
southwest, and presently Arizona, New Mexi- 
co and other more or less hopeless places 
began to boom. But, alas, the boom is al- 
ready waning. Population follows business. 
The doctors are now without a place to send 
their patients. So they have put their heads 
together and concluded that, after all, there 
is no place like home, when a patient de- 
sires a good climate. The porch, the roof, 
the back yard, anywhere out of doors. 

Consumptives used to get well in the Al- 
leghenies, once ina while. It was accidental, 
of course, for in those days night air was 
not considered a suitable medium of respir- 
ation. Consumptives used to get well every 
little while in the Michigan and Minnesota 
woods. By that.time a few invalids were 
leaving their windows up, with windgpw- 
boards inserted to keep out drafts. uite 
a lot of the consumptives who went to the 
Rocky mountains recovered—-returned east 
and died a few years later. Others recov- 
ered, remained in the west and lived out 
their lives there. Those who remained west 
continued sleeping with wide-open windows. 
Those who got better and went back east 
found public opinion too strong for them, and 
closed the windows on cold and damp nights. 
On the coast recovery became a general rule. 
By that time night air was freely inspired. 
In the arid southwest, almost everybody got 
well, because it wasn’t necessary to live in 
a house at all, practically. 

At home all over the country now it is a 
disgrace to die of tuberculosis. The disease 
is one that has a strong tendency toward 
spontaneous healing, if you give it a show. 
The open air life, in town or country, on 
mountain or in the valley, is curing thou- 
sands of cases everywhere. The. essentials 
of cure are very simple: (1) A doctor who 
attends regularly and throughout the ill- 
ness: (2) Open air day and night the year 
round: (3) All the sunlight available or en- 
durable; (4) Rest: (5) holesome food in 
reasonable variety; (6) Graded exercise, un- 
der strict regulation by the doctor, according 
to the conditions in each case; (7) Occupa- 
tion which gives peace of mind. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Old Forty-Niner. 

Is a child 3% years of age too young to 
have tonsils and adenoids removed? Our 
doctor thinks it is either that or worms that 
cause her starting up and screaming as 
though choking, in her sleep. She breathes 
through her mouth at night, and her tonsils 
are swollen. Will much aporeciate oat oe 
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vice. 

ANSWER—Until the doctor can make a 
decision whether it is adenoid hypertrophy 
or worms, it is a little too soon to oper- 
ate. But really, you give no reason why 
worms should be suspected at all. Children 
with nasal obstruction from any cause (ade- 
noids, enlarged tonsils or chronic rhinitis) 
are likely to have just such night terrors. 

Glad to Accommodate. 

Would it be asking too much of you to 
name something good to remove hair from 
the armpits—that is, something safe and non- 
irritating. (MISS S. H. L.) 

ANSW PR—Glad to--<lo so. The very best 
agent I know for the purpose, and one I high- 
ly recommend, is a safety razor. It will ac- 
complish without irritation everything that 
any depilatory preparation could be expect- 
ed to accomplish, and it is perfectly safe. 

The Tuberculosis Bugaboo. 

Would it be dangerous to purchase any- 
thing from a store formerly owned by a man 
who died with tuberculosis? (MRS. D. R.) 

ANSWER—Not at all. The danger died 
with the man.

Don’t Cut the Cotton Crop 
While Growing Home Supplies 


By J. C. Pridmere, Agronemist, 
Farm Service Bureau. 

Editor Constitution: The threatened food 
scarcity grows more serious. It has caused 
some advisers to urge a reduction of the cot- 
ton acreage that more food might be pro- 
duced. Some have suggested plowing up cot- 
ton already planted and reseeding corn or 
other food crops. | 

Others, appreciating more fully the rela- 
tionship of cotton to the industrial and finan- 
cial activities of the south, the nation, and 
of the world, contend that the curtailment of 
the cotton crop invites danger, and that in- 
creased production of othet crops should ba 
brought about by more intensive cultural 
methods. Opinions differ as to what is the 
best course to follow. 

This much is clear: we should have a nor- 
mal cotton crop because it is necessary for 
both food and clothing. All agree that the 
southern farmer should, as nearly as practi- 
cable, raise his home necessities. If he can 
do this, and at the same time produce an av- 
erage cotton crop, he will be rendering an 
invaluable-service to himself, to the country 
and to the allied nations of Europe, with 
which we are co-operating. 

The real value of cotton has seemingly 
been lost sight of. The whole world muat, 
toa a large extent, be clothed from it. Only 
a small part of the United States is adapted 
to its growth, and why should we wish to 
see the production in this section reduced. 
But cloth from cotton is not all. 

For each bale grown there is approximate- 
ly 1,000 pounds of seed. From these we can 
get three products, namely, oil, meal and 
hulls. A normal crop of 12,000,000 bales will 
yield about 1,680,000,000 pounds of edible 
oil, which has a greater food value than but- 
terfat. Not only does it have a higher food 
value, but according to the latest census 
report, it is greater in quantity than all the 
butter produced on all the farms and in all 
the creameries of the entire United States. 
This annual production of cotton oil is equal 
to approximately one-third of the fat pro- 


duced by the swine industry of the whole. 


country. With this there is still a scarcity 
and a big demand for oils and fats, and the 
prices are still high. Why, then, should 
the cotton crop be reduced? 

From this normal cotton crop could be pro- 
duced approximately 3,800,000,000 pounds of 
cottonseed meal, a most concentrated feeding 
stuff, extremely richin protein, and of special 
importance in the feeding of all kinds of farm 
animals. From the standpoint of its com- 
position and digestible nutrients it is the 
cheapest concentrated foodstuff on the mar- 
ket today. And this is not all. These seed 
will yield approximately 2,400,000,000 pounds 
of Kulls, nearly equal in composition to timo- 
thy hay, and which can be used advan- 
tageously in the feeding of cattle. Even 
this is not all. From these cotton seed is 
produced a small amount of linters which is 
used in the manufacture of war munitions. 

And some suggest the cutting of the cot- 
ton crop as a war measure. Cotton ranks 
among the first of the field crops as a food- 
stuff for man and beast. The southern farm- 
er can grow it more profitably than he can 
other crops, and the world needs to have this 
for. food supplies and for clothing. re 


cotton on the same acres is what we want 
and must have. 


Breaking a Great Friendship.

What War Will Cost.

War with Germany will cost the United 
States at least $4,500,000,000 the first year. 
This will be in ad to upward of half a 
billion dollars now provided for the mainte- 
nance of the military establishment on a 
peace status. The figures will increase by at 
least a billion with each succeeding year. 
England is now perene oe war piper $6,000,- 
000,000 annually. Wh this includes large 
loans to the allies, the United States is vir- 
tually pledged to the same course. The stag- 
gering force of these figures may >be realized 
through a comparison with estimates of the 
cost of previous wars. OUr war between the 
states cost $5,000,000,000 and half a million 
lives. The more than twenty years of war 
between England and France, ending with 
the overthrow of Napoleon, were scarcely

sist, that we would grow food supplies and 
‘raise cattle, if we had a market. I reéspect- — 
fully call the attention of these people to the 
fact that there is a man named Balfour now 
in this country, who stands ready to buy 
everything of this sort we have to offer. This 
man Balfour is a sort of purchasing agent — 
and comes highly recommended. In fact, he ‘ 

is acting for the British empire, the French 
republic, the Italian and Belgian nations and 
the new Republic of Russia.

‘people of these countries want food supplies 
in practically unlimited quantities, and that 
he is ready to buy.

still, he says they want none of our soldiers 
in Europe, at least for the present. This last 
statement may be something of a shock to 
those of us who are so anxious to see every 
man in America in uniform, with a gun in 
his hand. Any bills he makes will be good, 
as all these nations are behind him and, fur- 
thermore, the government of the United 
States will guarantee his bills,-or furnish the 
money to pay them: Mr. Balfolr.can be ad- 
dressed, care of Woodrow Wilsén, .White 
House, Washington, D. C. ; 

So, now that this great obstacle; “No mar- 
ket” is out of the way, of course our people 
will, in the language of the streets, “go to 
oe. Of course, we will at once begin pro- 
ducing grain and cattle, world without end. 
And, of course, we can do it. For, have 
not chambers of commerce by the hundreds, 
state, city and county, been holding ‘meet- 
ings, appointing committees, raising money 
and sending out circulars, passing resolutions 
and “shelling the woods” generally with this 
proposition? Have not the newspapers, big 
and little, been devoting an immense amount 
of space to this very project? And think of 
the gardens that have been planted! Think 
of the women and children that have set 
their shoulders to the wheel! Why, how easy 
it is going to be! Every influence is at 
work, every civic organization is busy, and 
even the preachers’‘here and there have lent . 
a hand. Assistant Secretary of Ariculture 
Vrooman has been right down here with us 
and made a swing around the circie. He has 
seen how very, very busy everybody is on 
this proposition. He got back to Washing- 
ton yesterday and summed up his views by 
saying, “I take my hat off to the south.” If 
do not know what he proposes to take off 
his hat for, unless he is actuated by the same 
sort of feeling which causes a fond father 
to pat his 6-year-year-old on the head and 
say: “Papa’s little man.” 

Landewners Force All Cetton. 

Of course, the landowners of Georgia and 
the south, the men who are producing or 
forcing the production of the great cotton 
crops, are not in this deal at all! Never 
must anything be done that will interfere 
vith their divine right of pursuing their 
holy calling in growing the sacred cotton 
crop. So, they are not involved at all, 
They are going ahead as usual. They cut. 
down the acreage of cotton a little in 1915, 
} as 6-cent cotton was a little more than even 
they could stand. But they recovered their 
breath in 1916, came back strong and in- 
creased the acreage. This year they will 
run the acreage up to the old-time figure 
and be happy once more. They are glad the 
cold killed their oats last fall, as that gives 
them an opportunity of planting their grain 
lands in cotton and brings them back to the 
normal acreage of their blessed cotton crop, 

I expect that we will have to go slow in 
Georgia and the south in undertaking to fur- 
nish Mr. Balfour supplies for the allied na- 
tions engaged in the war. If we contract to 


ourselves in a starving condition, if the war 
goes on. The newspapers report Dr. Soule 
as authority for the statement that, if Geor- 
gia expects to feed herself this year, she will 
have to produce $85,000,000 more of food- — 
stuffs than she did last year. All cham- 
bers of commerce and similar organizations 
Please take notice. This applies with equal | 
force to all the southeastern states, as the 
newspapers carry the information that the 
government finds that these states purchased 
from outside sources around $700,000,000 worth 
‘of foodstuffs last year. Of course, the all-cot- 
ton farmers may be able to help some in 
supplying the allies with foodstuffs. You 
know, the all-cotton farmer takes the posi- 
tion, and will face you boldly with his ar- 
guments, that he can buy corn and flour and 
meat and butter and milk and eggs, in fact, 
everything that he needs on his farm, cheap- 
er than he can raise them. He maintains, 
and he maintains it strongly, that it pays him _ 
better to raise all-cotton and purchase what 
he needs in the way of these unimporant 
things. Therefore, we may be able to in- 
duce these all-cotton farmers to put forth 
all their energy for the purpose of raising 
an immense cotton crop, with the proceeds 
of which, no doubt, they can buy western 
corn and meats and other such articles very 
cheaply, and have enough for their own use 
and be able to furnish large quantities to the 
European nations. At least, this is the log- 
ical deduction from the arguments they al- 
ways have made about this subject. There is 
nothing to indicate that they have changed 
their views. As a matter of fact, Mr. Ed- 
itor, and seriously, I do not believe there is 
a county in the state of Georgia which has 
in it enough foodstuffs to maintain the peo- 
ple and the live stock for sixty days. The 
moment they are shut off from the western 
markets, our people will be in serious dis- 
tress. That they are to be shut off from 
these markets seems now absolutely crétain. 
Daylight at Hand. 

No material chains bind the limbs of the 
men and women on southern farms. But 
they are in bondage. And the chains that 
bind them are just as real as those that 
clanked about the forms of the Russian ex- 
iles in the Siberian prisons. They are in 
bondage to a king that has ruled longer than 
the Czar of Russia. For fifty years cotton 
has held sway over the southern farmer and 
has plunged him deeper and deeper eac 
year in: poverty and.distress... The Czar o 
Russia is in prison, but King Cotton still 
reigns. [| said in 1914 that the civil war 
fastened upon the south the tyranny of cot- 
ton farming with all its attendant evils,, I 
said that a war began this condition, and I 
predicted that a war would end it. I could 
not say how it would come, nor when it 
would , but I felt in 1914 that the end of 
all-cotton farming was near in the south.

WEEK-END MOTOR RUN. 

The Constitution last Sunday made 
the first of the regular week-end 
good roads and motoring guide au- 
tomobile runs out of Atlanta. 

The object of these tours is to 
ascertain and give information upon 
road conditions for convenient one- 
day tours or week-end motor trips 
from Atlanta and return, and for 
the additional purpose of stimulat- 
ing interest in the improvement of 
road conditions.

Atlanta motorists are invited to 
make suggestions as to trips, or de- 
sirable information concerning 
routes, road conditions, etc. 


The road from Atlanta to Macon now 
is in passable condition, with careful 
driving, and providing a day or more 
of dry weather has preceded the day 
of the trip. Wet weather, however, is 
likely to get one’s car in trouble, es- 
pecially on the long hills of the Jester’s 
Mill road, through Clayton county, and 
on the long hills in Monroe county. 

To say that the road from Atlanta 
to Macon is “passable,” however, is not 
intended to mean that the road is in 
good condition. It is passable, and 
that is all—which means that for long 
atretches it is awful, and that there 
is plenty of work cut out for the coun- 
ty commissioners during the next few 
weeks. 

The condition of the Atlanta-to-Ma- 
con road points most forcibly to the 
need of some sort of improvement 
which will provide a highway which 
ie travelable throughout the entire 
year. The fact that the road from At- 
lanta to Macon has not been usable 
throughout the winter just over has re- 
sulted in a great deal of the worst sort 
of advertisement that Georgia has ever 
had. “ 
Many Tourists Attracted. 

The publicity Georgia had gained by 
reason of the work she has done on her 
highways—and she has done a lot of 
good work—through her convict sys- 
tem, together with the fact that Europe 
has been shut off as a winter touring 
field, brought through Georgia during 
last winter more tourists than ever be- 
fore in the history of the state. Scores

the aid of the Georgia mule—got as far 
as Atlanta; others did not get this far. 
The headquarters of the Georgia State 
Automobile association did practically 
nothing for several months but assist 
northern motorists in making arrange- 
mente to ship their automobiles across 
the state of Georgia to Florida. Not 
infrequently as many as four or five 
cars a day were shipped from  Ak- 
lanta. These tourists wrote back to 
their friends who were contemplating 
the trip not to undertake it, and left 
with the determination not to under- 
take it again themselves. 

The fact that the road from Atlanta 
to Macon is not an alli-the-vear-road is 
responsible for the badly cut up condi- 
tion of the road now The.county au- 
Atlanta and Macon 


| are at work in some instances dragging 


| 


the road and putting it in summer con- 
dition. It will take considerable time 
even to put the road in the usual good 
condition of the summer months, but, 
at bes¢, this.is but a temporary condi- 
tion and can hardly be expected to last 
through next winter. This condition 
means that each spring the same money 
must be put back upon the road to be 
washed away by the rains of the next 
winter. 

There seems but one solution to this 
question—a permanently paved high- 
way. This is a tremendous undertak- 
ing and, under the present constitution 
of the state which allows no appropria- 
tions for internal improvements, an un- 
dertaking preeeat with innumerable 
difficulties. But California and other 
states have solved the same problem— 
have spent their millions upon their 
public highways and found it a good 
profitable investment. It is hardly fair 
to Georgia to say that she cannot do it. 


Atianta te Macon Road. 


There is not a more strategic road in 
the state than from Atlanta to Macon. 
All trans-state vehicular traffic pours 
into the northern terminus of this road 
at Atlanta as through the mouth of a 
funnel, goes to Macon and _ there 
branches out on othér roads as destina- 
tions require. The same is true at Ma- 
con of northbound traffic. In addition 
to this traffic there is a heavy traffic 
between Atlanta and Macon and inter- 
mediate points, and there is a great 
farming section around both cities— 
Macon in particular—which must use 
this road to get to market. Under 
the present condition of the road in 
Monroe county, for instance. it is all 
but an impéssibility for the farmer to 
get to Macon by wagon to market his 
produce. It is manifestly unfair to the 
farmer to call upon him to grow food 
products and compel him to undertake 
to market it under such conditions. 

The wear and tear of traffic upon this 
road is much heavier than upon anv 
other road in the state. An actual 
count of vehicles seen on the Atlanta- 
to-Macon road, outside of the incor- 
porate limita of cities and towns. on 
the return trip from Macon last Sun- 
day afternoon was 167 vehicles—or ap- 
proximately two vehicles to every mile 
of country road, which verv likely may 
easily be regarded as a fair average of 
traffic at almost any hour of the day. 

Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of 
the state highway commission. stated 
Saturday that the commission expects to 
have $180,000 to expend upon the road 
between Atlanta and Macon by the last 
of June. All details preparatory to 
receiving Georgia's first federal ap- 
propriation have been completed and 
the plans are before the United States 
secretary of agriculture for approval. 
| This approval is expected daily, he 
said, after which the county contracts 
| must be made and Georgia’s first ap- 
propriation of $137,000 will be avail- 
able from. the federal government. 
which appropriation must be duplicated 
dollar for dollar by the state. 

The state highway commission pro- 
poses to use $90,000 of this federal ap- 
propriation, to which the counties have 
agreed to add another $90,000, in the 
improvement of the road from Atlanta 
to Macon. The remainder of the fed- 
eral fund is to be expended, with dupli- 
cate amounts from the counties, in 
Brooks, Bacon and Walton counties, 
according to announcement of Judge 
Patterson. 

Judge Patterson said that this money 
is to be used for the construction of 
a sand-clay road from Atlanta to Ma- 
con. The counties through which the 
road passes, he stated, have agreed to 
drag the road and keep it in condition 
all the year through, and, bv this con- 
stant care. the commission hopes that 
a 12-months road between Macon and 
Atlanta can be approximated. 


Want Censtitution Amended. 


Road authorities believe—and this 
idea has received no little discussion 
recently—that Georgia cannot hope to 
make any great amount of progress in 
road work until the constitution is 
amended, so that money can be spent 
directly by the state on internal im- 
provements. It is not unlikely that 
this question will arise in the coming 
session of the legislature. 

The unfairness of prorating the ex- 
pense among counties over which a 
road passes is illustrated in the high- 

way from Atlanta to Macon. This 
highway cuts across a corner of Henry 
county. yet the burden presumably is 
upon that county to send her road gang 
over in that little corner and build a 
high-class road for people of other 
countiés to travel. The most difficult 


in the entire length 
lies in Monroe county—a _ series of 
long and steep hills. There are t«*wenty- 
six miles of the Atlanta-to-Macon road 
over this difficult territory in Monroe, 
yet it is probable that not more than >} 
per cent of the traffic which tears this 
road up originates or terminates in 
Monroe county. 

The difficulties of road construction 
in Monroe county are to be to some de- 
gree ameliorated under the work of the 
state highway commission by chang- 
ing the route of the road in places so 
that it more nearly follows the ridge 
and avoids the long hills and valleys. 

The work planned by the state high- 
way commission, long in coming as it 
has been, will help the road a great 
deal and is, perhaps, as well as the 
commission or the state or the coun- 
ties can do with the money and legal 
machinery now et their disposal. 

But it is safe to say that the con- 
struction of $189,000 worth of sand- 
clay road between Atlanta an@ Macon 
will not solve the problem. 

The Constitution is indebted to the 
local agency of the Jeffery for the free 
use of a new Jeffery “six” for this trip. 

The trip, which was made in the 
usual four-hour time, represented a fine 
test for the “stuff” in any car and the 
Jeffery stood up admirably under the 
strain. With Mr. C. S. Read at the 
wheel the entire trip was made without 
a “bobble” of any sort. Not once were 
gears changed: not once was there the 
slightest hitch: not once did the Jeffery 
fail to prove every inch and ounce a 
car of the utmost dependability and 
obedience.

national congress urging the immediate 
passage of a national prohibition law. 
No one spoke against the recommende- 
tion and it was adopted, committing the 
Savannah federation to one of the most 
significant public measures ever  in- 
dorsed. 

But the indorsement of the princi- 
ple of equal suffrage did not meet with 
such unanimous support, most of the 
opposition being based on the statement 
that delegates were not justified in in- 
dorsing a question of this kind with- 
out referring it to their individual or- 
ganizations. Supporters of the motion 
answered with the argument that in- 
dorsement of national prohibition had 
not been submitted first to the indi- 


vidual clubs, and that many other radi- 
cal measures were passed without the 
approval of the individual clubs. They 
argued further that the indorsement of 
such measures did not commit the in- 
dividual clubs to their support, but 
only so committed the federation as a 
separate entity. 

A motion to postpone until a later 
meeting which might be called by the 
presidént was finally passed on a vote 
of*48 to 30. 

It was unanimously decided that the 
Savannah Federation should join the 
General Federation. 

War Service. 

Another matter of special interest de- 
cided was that the Savannah Federation 
and its affiliated organizations should 
unite for war service under the emer- 
gency department of the National Coun- 
cil of Women with which the General 
Federation and all state federations are 
affiliated. Definite instructions from 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, the state pres-

Better Housing Laws Urged. 
Another extremely important health 
report was made by Mrs. T. L. Dreyer, 
chairman of the tuberculosis commit- 
tee, who pointed out the menace of 
tuberculosis to this rape ear and to 
the large death rate particularly among 
colored p@éople due to the insanitary 
housing conditions under which they 
are forced to live. She said thet there 
is no place in Chatham county where 
those suffering from tuberculosis may 
be taken care of, no free clinics for 
adult white poopie. and no free clinics 
for adult* colored people or colored 
children. What she said was reinforced 
by a special report from Dr. Brunner, 
who urged the need of better housing 
laws in Savannah and of nurses for the 
colored people to work under supervi- 
sion of the establishment of free 
clinics. He recommended that a non- 
olitical and non- tisan committee 
” apootsses in the city to investigate 
the housing conditions of the negroes 
and to urge the enactment of adequate 
housing laws. The Savannah federa- 
tion unanimously approved the ap- 
pointment of a committee to urge such 
a step upon city council. 


A brief report of the market commit- ' 


on was made by Mrs. Charlies Ellis, 
telling of the two visits made by the 
committee, one with Mr. Conant and 
one alone, to the city market and 
of the recommendations made.to the 
market committee of council that floors 
and walls be cleaned, chicken coops 
and similar stands raised to admit of 
cleaning beneath them, and the entire 
market screened as soon as practicable.

Smoke “Gun” Saves Ship From 


Submarine. 


(From Popular Mechanics. ) 

Equipped with a new device invented 
by British chemists and engineers for 
concealing ships by a cloud of heavy 
black smoke, the big Glasgow freighter 
‘“Lakonia” arrived at Baltimore recently 
with a tale of thrilling escape from a 
German submarine by the successful 
operation of the smoke “gun,” as the 
captain called it. It is reported that 
all that appeared above deck was a 
funnel structure resembling a ship's 
ventilator, the rest of the apparatus 
being described as a large copper vat 
below decks, into which certain smoke- 
producing chemicals are slowly run and 
mixed, and a fan which blows the re- 
sulting smoke out horizontally through 
the funnel on deck. The heavy ameke 
screen thus produced rises very slowly 
from the surface of the sea, effectually 
hides the vessel from sight ofan enemy, 
and enables it to change its course un- 
observed.

PATRIOTIC SERVICE 
OF CLUB WOMEN. 

Another well-organized force for war 
relief has come into the field for service 
in the emergency committee of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs. the 
plan 6f work clearly set forth elsewhere 
in the paper by the national president. 
The plan the club women will pursue 
is one well defined and in no way con- 
flicts with the plan of work being pur- 
sued by other organizations of women 
commendably zealous in: their patriot- 
ism. 

Club women are urged to read care- 
fully the plan of work agreed upon 
for them and in their activities ¢o guard 
against the lost motion and misspent 
enérgy which is so apt to become a con- 
dition where work is not well defined 
and where many different organizations 
are working along similar lines. 

The woman's force is one that can be 
made to prove one of the greatest fac- 
tors in the present crisis if that force 
is started right and proceeds under ra- 
tional direction. On the other hand, if 
not directed aright there is danger of 
complex situations which might prove 
very disastrous at the very moment 
when unison of force is called for. 

At present there are four different 
agencies at work for war relief in Geor- 
gia, these including the Georgia divi- 
sion of the Federated Clubs, the Geor- 
gia branches of the National Red Cross 
society, the Georgia division of the Na- 
tional League for Woman's Service, the 
Georgia division of the National Society 
Colonial Dames, the Georgia division of 
the Navy Relief Work and the Georgia 
division of the National Society Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. 

As many and as active as all these 

organizations are, there will be need for 
them in the relief work which will be 
necessary in war, hence the necessity 
for a clear understanding on the part 
of the women’s leaders of these organi- 
zations and the obligation which is 
theirs to make clear to members the de- 
partments of relief work in the various 
organizations. 
’ Women members should be urged to 
read the literature sent to them on ¢he 
subject and urged to read all notices 
pertaining to relief work which appears 
in the daily papers. 

The more careful this injunction is 
cafried out, the less time will be con- 
sumed in the call of meetings at which 
so much time is wasted in trying to get 
women to know and understand the 
rules and regulations of organization, 
which they can get from the carefully 


| Prepared literature being sent out 
from authoritative and expert sources. 

Women members of organizations are 
urged to answer the communications 
sent to them, as economy must be prac- 
ticed in carrying on the business of the 
organization. When women are patri- 
otic énough to volunteer their services 
in publicity matters; in the writing of 
letters and notices which are being 
daily sent out relative to relief, it is 
certain the obligation of the member 
receiving the communication to respond 
at once, making their response clear 
in spirit and purpose. 

At present the organizati@ns, all of 
them, are engaged in what may be 
called “taking stock of what the wom- 
an’s force is.” A door-to-door canvass 
should not be necessary, and yet if 
women fail to respond intelligently 
when asked to register through the me- 
dium of organizations, they will have 
to be reached by the individual can- 
vass, the burden of which should not 
be brought on by the laxity of any ele- 
ment of women. If there is any woman 
who is undecided about what she thinks 
she is best equipped to do, she can be 
helped by conferring with any of the 
women leaders of organizations or by 
visiting either the Red Cross headquar- 
ters, in the O'Keefe building, 15 Peach- 
tree street; the National League for 
Woman's Service, 172% Peachtree street, 
or by communicating with Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black and Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, 
representing the Federated Club move- 
ment. : 

There is no time to be lost. Plans 
should be made whereby every organi- 
zation could start its every department 
of work the moment the call is made 
for active service.

At the council meeting held in New 
Orleans, April 9-13, the following 


methods of active patriotic service 


were adopted and are to be sent out 
to club women all over the country. 

The eleven departments of work are 
each to make out at once definite lists 
of the activities under which they be- 
lieve*their workers can severally serve 
the pwhblic need in this crisis. 

The following plan of work was pre- 
sented by the committee on relation- 
ships, and adopted: 

First—The appointment of a special 
committee to be known as the emer- 
gency service committee. 

We present this name not because it 
is ideal but because we believe a name’ 
should be given that not only applies 
to this particular crisis. but .implies 
that the service for which enrollment is 
made might be available in other 
emergencies. 

This committee is to consist of a 
chairman and six division members. 
Bach of the six division members of 
this central emergency committée ehall 
be selected from those groups of states 
which correspond to the divisions 
given in the directory of chapters of 
the Red Cross. 

Those groups are as follows: 

1. Northeastern: Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode!

The duties of this central emergency 
service committee shall be as follows: 

a. To form a state unit under each 
state federation.

At this point the question has been 
asked: Shall only those who desire to | 
register be indexed, or shall the reg- 
istration he compulsory? 

Answer: Each woman is to be reg- 
istered if possible. This is one of the 
things each can do even if she has 
registered before. 

The qualifications of e- signer of 
the registration card shal be certified 
to by an authorized examiner along the 
line of ‘work for which she has been 
registered. This examiner shall be se- 
lected by the unit. ae ee 

Methods—The committee presented 
six forms of emergency service, en- 
deavoring to designate these by such 
comprehensive titles as would present 
firet a subdivision where desired or 
necessary, second the inclusion of such 
additional constructive work as might 
be required to meet the conditions. 

These services shall be: 

. Executive. 

. Clerical. 

. Welfare. 

. Supplies. 

. Commissary. 

. Transportation. 

The power and the strength of the 
general federation comes from its al- 
ready existing machinery and intensive 
organization. The committee on rela- 
tionships has not seen, we do not yet 
see why new committees have to be 
created to initiate or carry on work 
which is already being done or lies 
within the province of these depart- 
ments. We are aware that the present 
situation presents extraordinary oOp- 
portunities for constructive action in 
home economics, conservation, civics, 
education and pwhblic health, of which 
legislation must be a part and in which 
the other departments, civil service, 
art, music and literature ‘would un- 
doubtedly wish to join. 

However, in accordance with the in- 
struction that we should amplify this 
plan and with full tognizence of what 
will later be offered through the 
emergency service committee through 
its created machinery in addition to 
its enroliment for service as desig- 
nated, pledge the women of the clubs. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
highest patriotic duty we can render 
under the present circumstances is to 
set the example of right living and 
sélf-sacrifice and an individual solemn 
pledge to perform this made by-a mil- 
lion or more women will inspire others 
to follow suit. 

We ask you to note that the ex- 
ecutive, clerical and parts of the sup- 
plies and welfare services alone are 
those which the Red Cross asks. The 
others are all cared for, and: will be 
presented in greater detail by the sev- 
eral departments. 

These registration cards are to be 
prepared by the emergency = service 
committee, and shall of uniform 
size with that used for the Red Cross. 
Those for each service shall be of a 
different color to facilitate filing and 
‘shall be headed General Federation of

The Trailer 
And the Folding Tent. 


Every day of the tour—if one happens 
to have transcontinental or cross-country 
aspirations—will see the scene changed, 
the atmosphere of novelty renewed and the 
perennial charm of change present. 

The devices calculated to house the tour- 
ist are varied, but practically all of them 
have been invented or perfected for intro- 
duction in the present motoring season. 
The two most common “types” are the 
“trailer,” a two-wheel artillery style de- 
vice, and the “folding tent” adapted to 
transportation in the tonmeau or on the 
running board of the car. 

The more completely equipped and pre- 
tentious affair, of course, is the trailer, a 
representative type of which is here de 
picted.

It 
possesses the same ruggedness of construc- 
tion and can be trailed over rough yoads at 
a speed. of thirty or forty miles an hour, 
without injury to itself or contents. 

A ball and socket device, functioning 
as a universal joint, automatically adjusts 
the relation of ear and trailer, no matter 
how abrupt the turns or rough the road. A 
spring in the trailing arm absorbs shocks 
and prevents the trailer from bumping or

More elaborate is the device that fas- 
tens to the curtain flaps and stretches 
away from the car, the weight of the ma- 
chine serving as a good anchor for the light 
tent. These auto tents are guaranteed to 
be “waterproof, bugproof and snakeproof” 
and afford a maximum of convenience to 
a minimum of weight and bulk. The run- 
ning board serves as the headpiece for the 


bed support, and the little “built while you 


wait” camp is illuminated by an extension 
light from the automobile. 

A popular “running board” tent has the 
tent structure of pressed steel and is made 
to collapse upon the running board into a 
small flat’ bundle when not rigged for oc- 
cupancy.

E WILL now * suppose 
that some one, having 
read what has already 
been written in descrip- 
tion of the game of golf, 
and of what the average 
girl or woman may ex- 
pect to get out of it, has 

decided to become a golfer. She will then 
wish some practical information concerning 
the steps to be taken in order to launch her 
properly upon her first game. 

She will first decide which club she 
would like to join. If there is none con- 
venient to her home she may consider 
whether it would be practicable to form a 
new one, and, I hope, will remember what 
I have already said about cutting the coat 
according to the cloth, because even a very 
indifferent course will afford much pleasure 


and benefit. 


about them all and decide which appeals 
most strongly to her tastes, at the same 
time that it suits her own purse or that of 
the person upom whom she may be de- 
pendent 

As a rule golf clubs are lenient toward 
women in the matter of expense. Some 
male relative or friend will probably be ex- 
pected to be responsible for her, as I be- 
lieve there are no women’s links in this 
country. A small annual fee will in all 
likelihood be asked, and when this has 
been paid she will have become a member 
and will receive a ticket to prove it.

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My advice for beginners would be not 
to buy more than three clubs—bras- 
sie, midiron, mashie and putter. 


which clubs are sold, but when she comes 
to decide upon them she will certainly feel 
quite lost and inclined to take whatever the 
clerk may advise. For that reason, and be- 
cause it seems but right to support her club 
and its professional, who frequently is 
partly dependent upon selling golf ma- 
terials, she will be wise to put herself in 
his hands, or in those of some reliable 
friend who really understands the game. 
She will come into frequent contact with 
the professional if she means to become a 
real golfer, and I think it well to make 
friends with him as soon as possible. My 
only advice would be not to buy more than 
four clubs to begin with, and to learn to 
use them well before getting any more. 
They should be a brassie, to be used from 
the tee and in the proper places on the 
fair green; a midiron, a mashie and a 
putter. 

She will now want to try her hand at the 
game, and it may be well that she should do 
so, provided the links are rather empfy and 
she has some friendly disposed person as 
her companion. A few strokes will give 
her some idea of the elusiveness of a golf 
ball. She will probably, if left to her own 
devices, seize her driver as she would an 
ax, bend nearly double, raise her club with 
great ferocity, straighten up, look where 
she expects to send the ball and let fly. 
Her club will pass Harmlessly over the ball. 
That will be her first lesson. . On the other 
hand, she may have “beginner’s luck” and 
do better than she will ever do again for 


some time to come, but she will 
almost certainly start to make 
every streke as it should not be 
made. She..may here” had 
enough at the end of three or 
four holes, and may fee!, per- 
haps, rather disgusted with her- 
self, but probably very respect- 
ful of the game. If she is wise 
she will now decide that the.only 
proper thing to do is to begin 
aright, and on the way home will 
look in at the professional's shop 
and make arrangements for a 
lesson, which will probably cost 
her the sum of a dollar. 

Also if she is determined to 
be a good player and also to 
avoid being a nuisance on the 
course she will take home with 
her a. baok of rules,. which are 
the regulations imposed. by. the 
United States Golf Association, 
plus a few directions relative to 
bounds and. hazards applicable 
to the local course. 

It will be well to know some- 
thing of the theory of the 
various strokes, and it is inter- 
esting to most gisls to read one 
of the golf magazines in which 
famous golfers give their views, 
and by means of descriptions and 
photographs make as clear as 
they can the means by which the 
various difficulties of the game 
may be overcome. I shall be ex- 
pected: to say something on this 
subject, but shall confine myself 
to some general hints. The best 
method to learn the game is 
practically under the eye of an 
expert. But experts are not a)l- 
ways available, and as I have 
already said that the beginner 
is sure to begin wrong, it is my duty to 
supply at least a few posts to point the 
right way. I should advise the ambitious 
player on joining a club to find out 
from some reliable source, such as the pro- 
fessional, which are the best men and 
women players in the club, whether -they 
have good form and if any of them have 
any especially good or bad features in their 
games. There fs sure to be some good to 
copy and an abundance of bad to avoid, and 
the young player should discover just what 
these points are, so that as occasion pre- 
sents itself she may make use of them. 

The power of imitation in golf is a 
great asset and should be developed as 
much as possible, and it is for this reason 
that I advise all beginners to watch and to 
learn by watching the good players. Prac 
tically all first-class professionals have 
good “swings,” which they have gained 
when as boys, and probably as caddies, they 
have watched their employers. It_ was 
greatly due to the hours I spent walking 
around with Stewart Maiden, my teacher, 
and some of the other good players of the 


club that my swing was developed along 
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Miss Stirling silustrating the. benefits’ Uk Sitbsabas sirecthin: hein: ts Ueo camber ole 
of caddies she drills herself mercilessly in the execution of difficult shots. 


the right lines, I have tried to imitate 
Stewart on sO many occasions that it is 
said our swings are aimost identical. I 
wish to emphasize that, in ‘my opinion, 
the imitating of another's stroke is one of 
the best ways of learning to ‘swing cor- 
rectly. ‘ 

I must next impress on the ambitious 
player the most certain means to win a po- 
sition in the golfing world—practice. This 
game of golf requires much work if one is 
to become proficient, and frequent practice 
is the quickest, best and most lasting path 
toward perfection. Many beginners, even 
after they have long passed: the stage of 
having to go out and play so as to. learn 
how to hit the ball, make the mistake of 


» wasting their time in play instead of prac- 


tice. 

An ambitious girl. just beginning the 
game should practice more than play. She 
should take a couple of dozen balls and put 
them out on tlie. practice field, send her. 


caddy down tlie course, and’ spend half or 


three-quarters of. an hour driving balls, with . 


the object of getting her full’swing with the _ 
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becomes ‘second nature. She should thea 
do the same with all her other clubs. 

Now, we presume that she has virtually 
mastered her clubs and got them under her 
control to such an extent that slie misses 
but ‘few shots. She will now play more 
often so as to get herself accustomed to 
judging the distance to be made by each 
shot as it comes in the course of play. 
Not only does this-develop her idea of dis 
tance but it gives her new and diversified 


‘ experience as she brings into actual use all 


the various shots-that she has worked so 
hard to gain. She must not; bowever, after 
a superficial mastery of ‘her clubs. think 
that practice is no longer necessary. From 
then on practice is needed even more, as the 
hardest part of-the game is to continue to 
advance after a certain degree of proficiency 
has been reached. This kind of work, with 
all the possible help from the professional 
and other co-workers, will in’a short time 
"put the player far ahead of those who still

A week later O. H. Benson, an 
official of the department, returned 
the call at the New York headquar- 
ters. As plans progressed it was dis- 
covered that the department of agri- 
culture and the Boy Scout organization 
fitted together an axle and.a 
wheel. 

First an emergeyicy circle was pre- 
pared at national headquarters under 
the approval of the department of 
agriculture official and sent to scout 
officials everywhere. 

Scout executives and other scout 
officials in cities and towns through- 
out the country set their local wheels 
in motion along lines developed in 
these conferences at national head- 
quarters. 

Mr, Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
newly-created national food commis- 
sion, famous for his relief work in the 
battle-racked countries of Europe, was 
notified by national headquarters what 
was under way: His advice to the 
iScouts, sent by cable, is given below: 

“London, April 19, 1917. 

“The prime service of our country 
in this war is ships afd food, and we 
ean here display the true American 
spirit at great-efforts. We must send 
to our allies more wheat, corn, beans, 
meat, bacon and lard than we have 
ever sent before if their men are to 
fight and their women and children 
to live. and our people must ecomonize 
and eat other things. 

“among these foodstuffs couldn't the 
Scouts take as their own province the 
stimulation of bean production, for 
there ig not only a great shortage in 
Europe and at home, but they are the 
best of foods. Let them help make 
America able to export ten times as 
many beans as she ever exported be- 
fore. To do this, let the Boy Scouts 
see to it that they are planted every- 
where, so that the biggest bean crop 
ever known shall be the bean con- 


de-* 


tribution of the Boy Scouts to America 
and her allies. 

(Signed) “HERBERT HOOVER.” 

Let every scout and scout official by 
his prompt, efficient action, justify they 
expectations of their friends who are 
leaders in this war. 

Let all of us show them what scouts 
can do when they are called upon for 
special service for their country.

American Folk Sengs. 

American folk songs may be divided 
into two classes—Indian and negro— 
both types of folk music coming into 
existence without conscious effort and 
reflecting the racial characteristics, en- 
vironments and languages of two wide- 
ly differing races of people. 

he Indian music is not melodic, but 
rythmic; but the Indian tunes have had 
a distinct ij nee upon the national 
music of Amer 

Some of the t composers of Amer- 
ica have chosen Indian themes as a 
basis for their compositions. Among 
these composers are Edward MacDow- 
ell, Charles Wakefield Cadman and 
Victor Herbert. 

The best writer of American negro 
folk songs was Stephen Foster, a most 
prolific song writer, composing the 
music and words of 140 songs. At least 
a fourth of these are negro melodies 
combined with negro dialect. 

Pennsylvania claims Stephen Foster 
as one of her honored sons, Foster be- 
ing born in Pittsburg in 1826. How- 
ever, Foster received his inspiration 
and the necessary atmosphere of 
southern plantation life from his stay 
in Virginia, and his clear insight into 
Slavery conditions from his mother, a 
descendant of one of the oldest Mary- 
land families. 

Foster’s musical temperament was 
inherited from his father, a violinist. 
At the age of 7, young Foster played 
the flagolet and later was a proficient 
violinist. 

In his boyhood days in Virginia, Fos- 
ter’s interest in music led him to study 
the songs of southern plantation life. 
He recognized a peculiar type of 
rhythm and melody embodied in the 
songs of the negro slaves. He frequent- 
ly attended negro campmeetings. 

The friendly attitude of the waster 
and the slave is depicted in the words 
of Foster's songs, the pathos is there, 
but: no complaining against conditions: 
This recognition of such a condition 
will ever make Foster’s songs dear to 
the hearts of all southerners. 

, Kentucky many years ago accepted 
Foster’s “Old Kentucky Home” as her 
representative lyric, and caused her 


' people to erect a statue to his memory. 


“The Old Folks at Home” is consider- 
ed to be his best song, and is a favorite 
with the world’s greatest singers. 
“Uncle Ned,” “O Susannah,” “Old Dog 
Tray” and “Massa’s in the Cold, Cold 
Ground” are the most popular of his 
negro songs. His last negro song was 
“Old Black Joe,” published in 1860. 

Some of his songs brought him large 
sums of money, others ‘very little. 
Christy, the minstrel, paid $500 for the 
privilege of putting his name on the 
“Old Folks at Home,” and later Foster 
had some trouble in proving his author- 


ship. 

Foster died in New York city in 1864, 
at a public hospital. Shortly before his 
death he was discovered ill and in want 
in a hotel in the Bowery. 

One of his latest and best songs, the 
lovely serenade, “Come Where My Love 
Lies Dreaming,”’ was sold by Foster for 
$5. This song is epesicared by musli- 
cians to be his most scholarly, but the 
songs which will live longest and have 
a distinctive place in the hearts of the 
American people are the negro folk 
songs which depict in their best rela- 
tion the seétional conditions with which 
Stephen Foster was familiar. 


Our New Air Craft. 


, (Searle Hendee, in Popular Mechanics 


Magazine.) 
In even remote Huropean villages the 
passage of air craft is so commonplace 


that it fails to attract the attention of 
children at play. Traffic falters and 
pedestrians twist their necks heaven- 
ward, however, on those rare occasions 
when an aeroplane darts across the 
skyline of an American metropolis. 

In spite of this contrast, American 
progress in aeronautics is gathering 
momentum. Our plants are building 
aerial cars and boats that conyare fav- 
orably with the‘best foreign machines. 
Furthermore, they are developing some 
of the most prodigious craft that have 
ever taken to the air. 

Furope’s war hos done more than any 
other thing to promote aeronautics in 
this country. It has aroused some pop- 
ular interest in aerial vehicles, stimu- 
lated congress to action, and given our 
manufacturers the first real support 
they have had. The fruits of this awak- 
ening have begun to ripen. Formerly 
we looked to France for motors and 
gave domestic engineers little encour- 
agement. The situation has changed 
and we have a dozen different types 
of power plants, in the class between 
125 and 300 hp., that are good. We are 
building planes that make 125 miles 
and more an hour. We are producing 
craft designed to lift from 10 to 15 
tons. Furthermore, what is considered 
the largest aeronautic research and 
testing laboratory is a part of an east- 
ern aeroplane factory... 

What then of the American machines 
for 1917? The trend is chiefly toward 
military craft, with tractors strongly 
predominating. This is true of both 
aeroplanes and flying boats. There is 
a particular need for small, swift 
scouting machines of great climbing 
power. In providing the latter quality 
we are improving slowly. Builders are 
devoting chief attention to fast recon- 
naissance planes. These are almost en- 
tirely biplanes. The demand for 
stanch, large bdttleplanes capable of 
mounting several guns is an important 
one, and this eventually will doubtless 

ect the development of commercial 
vehicles. Several sporting models have 
been announced. hose in touch with 
the situation feel that the general adop- 
tion of pleasure craft will precede any 
marked use of commercial carriers just 
- the touring car came before the truck 
n the automobile world. It remains for 
the future to determine the accuracy 
of this reasoning.

The following minerals, all of which 
are produced in Georgia, in greater or 
less quantity, are used in time of war 
for a variety of purposes: 

' Asbestos. 

Asbestos is used for insulation pur- 
poses for the protection of steam poil- 
ers and pipes on board of ships, thus 
saving fuel and increasing the power 
and efficiency of engines, while at the 
same time reducing the temperature of 
the surrounding atmsphere. It is also 
used in the construction of refrigera- 
tors on board ships as well as for the 
prevention of short-circuiting of elec- 
tric wires, and as general fire-proof- 
ing, etc. 

In automobile construction it is used 
in the manufacture of tires and brakes. 
It is furthermore used in making leg- 
gings and stockings and coverings for 
shoes for workers in molten metal. 


Barytes. 

Barytes is largely used in the paint 
industry as well as in the manufacture 
of automobile tires. As Darium car- 
bonate it is used in case-carbdonizing 
steel in the place of ground bone, 
which was formerly employed for this 
purpose. In the‘ form of barium ni- 
trate it ia used for making a green 
light for signalling and aiso for the 
manufacture of certain explosives; 
while as barium %binoxide it is em- 
plyed in making hydrogen peroxide, a 
powerful disinfectant used in hospitals. 

Bauxite. 

Aluminum made from 
tensively used in the manufacture 
automobiles, aeroplanes, Zeppelins and 
motor boats, and of all classes of camp 
equipment. As an alloy with copper 
it is used in manufacturing cartridges 
for rifles, helmets, grenades, 
and, with in making shell 
fuses. 

In the form of a powdered dust it is 
used in making explosives. Aluminum 
dust. with ammonium nitrate, produces 
an explosive called “ammonal,” which 
has the advantage of being inesensi- 
tive, stable and of remaining in per- 
fect condition for a long period. 

Bauxite is used in making fire-brick 
for furnace boilers, etc., also for mak- 
ing an artificial abrasive called alun- 
dun, which is extensively used for 
grinding and polishing in ordnance and 
rifle manufacture. 

Clays. 

The clays can be used for making fire- 
brick to line steel and iron furnaces 
and for steam boilers, also in the man- 
ufacture of paper, pottery, electrical 
porcelain, etc., all of which have their 
use in time of war. 

Ceal. 

Coal can be used mainly as a fuel in 
producing energy to drive warships, 
railroad engines and factories, and 
when converted into coke, will supply 
steel and iron furnaces, which, in turn, 
will produce the materials from which 
rifles, cannon and shells are made. The 
volatile matter from the coal in the 
manufacture of coke, can be converted 
into benzole derivatives, from which 
the most violent explosives are made. 

Copper Ore. 

Copper ore is the source of two very 
important materials in time of war, 
namely, metallic copper and sulphuric 
acid. The former has its chief use in 
¢he manufacture of wire for electrical 
transmissiow and, when alloyed with 
other metals, has a wide mechanical use, 
being: employed in the manufacture of 
certain kinds of shells and munitions. 
The acid, which is largely used in the 
making of éxplosives, w!il be more fully 
discussed under the head of pyrites. 

Cerundum. 

Corundum will find its use in time of 
war as an abrasive in the manufacture 
of ordnances, rifles and shells, all of 
which must be ground to a great nicety 
in order to make Che parts fit. For a 
like use garnets, which are found in 
many courities of the state, can also be 
employed.

Limestone, as well as marble, is an 


essential in the fixation of nitrogen 
from the air, one of the main constit- 
uents of nitric acid which in turn is 
the basis of all of our high explosives. 
Likewise, limestone forms the basis of 
Portland cement, which ig the main ma- 


foundry facings in factories where 
heavy guns are cast, and when mixed 
and ground with oil forms an excellent 
lubricant, 


Ocher. 

Ocher can be used in the paint indus- 
try as well as in the manufacture of 
oilcloth, which material will find a use 
in the field hospital. The brownish 
yellow khaki-like color of ocher when 
used as a paint on factories, etc., blends 
well with the color of the soils so that 
the buildings will be hard to detect by 
the aeroplane spies. 

Pyrites. 

Sulphuric acid, which is made largely 
from iron or copper pyrites, is the basis 
of all modern chemical industries. In 
other words, it has more or less to do 
either directly or indirectly with nearly 
every phase of human activity. As it 
is an essential in the manufacture of 
commercial fertilizer, it has a very im- 
portant bearing eon our food supply. 
Without sulphuric acid, many of the 
metallurgical and ,chemical processes 


terial with which modern fortifications 

are built and massive foundations for 

coast defenses are constructed.

Manganese as an alloy of iron forms 
a certain class of steel which is essen- 
tial to the construction of heavy guns, 
armor plate, etc. Its metallurgical and 
chemical uses are varied both in time 
of war and in peace.

Mica in the form of sheets is impor- 
tant as an electric insulating material 
for telephones, wireless telegraphy, mo- 
tors, dynamos and switchboards. The 
larger sheets of mica are used in war 
vessels in place of glass, which ts easily 
broken by the concussion of the heavy

In modern warfare sulphuric. acid 
holds a prominent position. It is used 
largely in the manufacture of nitric 
acid, which in turn is employed in mak- 
ing the most powerful explosives, such 
as guncotton, nitroglycerine, trinitro- 
toluol, etc. 


Sericite. 

Sericite, which is a form of mica, hav- 
ing a silky luster, carrying ten per cent 
or more of potash, can be used in mak- 
ing potash, which, in turn, can be em- 
ployed in the manufacture of fertilizers, 
and also in making certain grades of 
powder used in shells. 

Tale. 

Talc is used largely as a lubricant, 
in making toilet articles, of which tal- 
cunr powder is the most common: as an 
ingredient of soaps, in the manufacture 
of waterproof paint, in dressing skins 
and leather, as well as in the manufac- 
ture of rubber. It is also used for

ly. He told me he thought I had the 


germ of a great invention. I told him, ~~ 


however, that I had not the electrical 
knowledge necessary to bring it into ex- 
istence. He replied, Get it.’” 

That was the very beginning of the 
telephone. Let Thomas A. Watson de- 
scribe what preceded and what followed. 

“In 1874 I was working in a crude 
little workshop in Boston where invent- 
ors came to have all sorts of appa- 
ratus made. A young man came in 
one day, and although I had found all 
inventors enthusiastic, I soon saw that 
not one of them had the boundless en- 
thusiasm and confidence of my new 
client. He wanted apparatus made 
which would use the law of sympathetic 
vibration to send eight or ten messages 
simultaneously over a single wire. The 
scheme looked all right to me at first, 
but we couldn't get it to work. We kept 
on experimenting all winter—and it was 
a good thing we did not succeed at 
first, for if we had, the speaking. tele-

“Alexander Graham Bell grasped the 
momentous fact that the mechanism 
could transmit other sounds, voices, to 
the human ear. Bell at once gave me 
instructions to construct the first speak - 
ing telephone the world had ever seen. 
Next day I made a small instrument, but 
I confess I did not then realize what a 
tremendously important piece of work I 
was doing. By means of the little in- 
strument we then made I could hear his 
voice over a wire and could almost geta 
word now and then—that was all. 
was plain, however, that Bell was on 
the right track. It took ten months to 
invent apparatus which could transmit 
a complete intelligible sentence. That 
first sentence was, ‘Watson, come here, 
I want you.’ ” 

The world owes the telephone, in a’ 
sense, to the deaf. It was the pains- 
taking, life-time efforts of three gen- 
erations of Bells on behalf of children 
and men and women afflicted with de- 
ficiencies of speech that enabled Gra- 
ham Bell to solve the problem of electric 
telephony, since the professional duties 
of his ancestors and of his own early 
years had led him to study every phase 
of the science of sound. 

Troubles, vexations, obstacles, oppo- 
sition, disappointments came to Bell be- 
fore honors and fame. His contrivance 
was ridiculed by the newspapers of Eu- 
rope and America, and even technical 
journals at first refused to regard it 
seriously. Capital was equally skeptical. 

One man who had faith in his revolu- 
tionary device was Gardiner Hub- 
bard, the inventors father-in-law, a 
man of means and of business talent. 
He threw himself into the project en- 
thusiastically and fought valiantly to in- 
troduce the telephone into practical use. 
Not only were Bell and Hubbard con- 
fronted with all the initial troubles.in- 
cidental to designing and manufactur- 
ing the nécessary instruments and 
phernalia, but they were attack and 
embarrassed at every turn by the all- 
powerful Western Union elegraph 
company, associated with which were 
some of the most powerful interests in 
the country. A young, unknown ge- 
nius, Edison, was enlisted this rival 
enterprise, and he invented a merito- 
rious transmitter which enabled the

Song writers estimate the monetary value of @ 
hit like “John Brown's Body” or “A Hot Time in 
the Old Town” in this hour to be $1,000,000, for the 
royalties from sheet music sales and from theatrical 
rendition would roll in a tremendous total. 

Par greater and infinitely more important and 
interesting, however, is the psychological influence 
such a song would have. Like “It’s a Long Way te 
Tipperary” in England, it would stimulate recruit- 
ing by leaps and bounds. MHigh-spirited martial 
music sends the emotions soaring, it quickens the 
blood, it drives depression and dowbdt and fear 
away. For centuries recruiting officers have utilized 
this fact in “drumming up” volunteers. Thousands 
of men who turned deaf ears to the verbal pleas and 
persuasions of patriotism have been swept off their 
feet in a burst of feeling when appealed to by the 
fife and drum. 

The songs that “call” the loudest to the emotions 
are marching songs, full of the snap and crack of 
action, full of the blare and abandon of high feeling. 

This $1,000,000 song must be typically American, 
it must be new, it must be “catchy” and yet it must 
have something of passion and resolution in its 
strains. Its words do not matter in comparison 
with its music.

“Yankee Doodle” had senseless words, and yet 
the ragged Continentals became demons of battle 
when the fifes and drums sounded the rattling con- 
tagion of the air. : 

“A Hot Time in the Old Town” was only a “coon” 
song and its words described the most peaceful and 
pleasant of levee scenes, yet the throbbing melody 
ie it proved to be the best fighting tune that the 
Spanish-American war soldiers found 

“Dixie” was a minstrel song, composed by a 
“blackface” singer, and it dealt with nothing more 


warlike than fields of cotton and old times, yet the 
troops of the confederacy sang it on every battle 


“The Star-Spangied Banner” and “John Brown's . 


Boas” were both composed to fill national needs 


gpd written as utterances of the national passions 


They are called for and delivered by request. 
Ae-hte moment there is as urgent « call as there 
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was when Francis Scott Key, a prisoner on a British 
gunboat, wrote his splendid hymn to the flag in 1814; 
there is as great a need as when the Union soldiers 
in 1868 fashioned “John Brown’s body lies molder- 
ing in the grave” out of an old-tigre negro melody 
and odd bits of poetry. : 

“The Star-Spangied Banner” was always too dig- 
nified, tee sacred for an excellent fighting song. It 
held too lofty sentiments for the charge; it was also 
in range @ifficult of proper vocal execntion, and 
while it*has always been the supreme song of the 
United “States army it. has always given place to 
the rougher and readier sort like “Hot Time,” 
“Yankee Doodle” or “John Brown's Body” when the 
men went into the huriy-burly of the fight. 

Beyond all question the greatest “ycrap” song 
ef the world has been “The Mareeillaise,” composed 
by Rouget De Lisle in the early days of the French 
revolution. No tune ever possessed the ability to 
sway such multitudes, to express such seething,

mounting fervor as has this exciting melody. De 
Lisle put into the song such complete abandon and 
eo much patriotism that not only France but all 
civilization claimed the air for its own. 

Soldiers marching to battle demand good march- 


ing tunes; they need some sweeping, strident melody” 


to carry them along and to relieve their nerves. In 
the early days of the current world war the British 
soldiers took up “It’s a Long Way to Tipperary,” a 
simple heart song of the Oelts, and sang it to fame 
and its composers to riches. Each war, each army, 
brings its own song.

Under present patent laws the author of a great 
national war song would be assured of ample protec- 
tion from plagiarism and it would be practically im- 
possible for him to fail in making a fortane. 

Mystery surrounds the authorship of both “Yankee 
Doodle” and “John Brown’s Body,” and no particular 
financial return was ever achieved on their sales. 
The former took its melody from some folk song of 
either the Latin or the Hungarian raca Is became 
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an American song in 1755 when the British soldiers 
of General Braddock in the French and Indian’ war 
put to its air several verses satirizing the. ragged 
colonial. troops who were their allies. “Yankee 
Doodle” to the, British mind was a crushing piece ef 
ridicule, but after the English redcoats had been 
overthrown by the French and Indians and had bees 
saved only by the skill and bravery of their back- 
woods allies the Americans took up the song as & 
fitting retort to British stupidity. 

During the revolution it was the universal song 
of the patriots, and the famous painting, “The Spirit 
of 1776,” shown here, was. originally called “Yankee 
Doodle.” 

Perhaps no song writer will produce this battle 
hymn of 1917; perhaps the soldiers themselves wild 
forge it in their camp fires and mold it in the verg 
crucible of battle itself. ss
